BuAer Research & Development

HE Bureau of Aeronautics, since its 

founding over 30 years ago, has become 
essentially a material bureau. The major 
tasks of the Bureau include the engineer- 
ing administration, and the establishment 
of policy control- 
ling research 
and development 
as applied to Na- 
val Aviation, de- 
sign and engi- 
heering in addi- 
tion to providing 
materials and 
maintenance ser- 
vices, of aero- 
nautical items. 
Supporting these 
major tasks of 
the Bureau are 
two types of field 
activities: 
(1) Research and 
Development, (2) 
Overhaul, modification, maintenance and 
repair. The Naval Air Materiel Center at 
Philadelphia, Pa.; the Naval Air Missile 
Test Center, Point Mugu, Calif.; and the 
Naval Air Test Center at Patuxent River, 
Md.; are engaged in the technical develop- 
ment problems. Major overhaul activities 
are located at Quonset Point, R. I.; Nor- 
folk, Va.; Jacksonville, Fla.; Corpus 
Christi, Tex.; San Diego, Calif.; Alameda, 
Calif., and Seattle, Wash. 

The Chief of Naval Operations in his 
Studies of naval warfare is constantly 
Striving to improve the striking power of 
Naval Forces. Changes in strategy con- 
Stantly call out changes in existing air- 
craft and materials or the requirement 
for special aircraft and equipment. These 
Tequirements concerning items peculiar 
to naval aviation are referred to the Chief 
of the Bureau of Aeronautics for develop- 
ment and implementation into Naval 
Aviation. The Bureau of Aeronautics 
establishes projects with Naval Labora- 
tories, Industry and Technical Colleges 
m order to meet the conditions estab- 
lished by the Chief of Naval Operations. 
In development, the work is primarily a 
joint undertaking between the Bureau 
and Industry. In this phase the Bureau 
forecast the requirements of Naval Avia- 
tion and at all times must be cognizant of 
the limitations of science and produci- 
bility. Upon completion of such projects 
or Contracts the items are tested at one 
of the agencies heretofore mentioned. All 
Projects are coordinated with the U. S. 
_ Force and the National Advisory 

ommittee for Aeronautics, to prevent 
duplication of effort.

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Adm. Denfeld Loses 


Post in Service Row 


Admiral Louis Denfeld is being relieved 
from his post as Chief of Naval Opera- 
tions effective immediately. This action, 
resulting directly from the admiral’s 
public criticism of the administration of 
the Unification Act, 
is being taken by 
Secretary of the 
Navy Francis P. 
Matthews, with the 
approval of the 
President. 

At his press con- 
ference late Thurs- 
day afternoon, Pres- 
ident Truman 
announced that Mr. 
Matthews had writ- 
ten him asking that 
he be authorized to 
transfer the Chief 
of Naval Operations 
to another assign- 
ment. 

The Secretary wrote that although he 
had recommended Admiral Denfeld for 
reappointment, he now finds it increas- 
ingly difficult to work with him in the 
“harmonious relationship which should 
prevail.” He said that believing as he did 
in the “vital importance of maintaining 
civilian control over the Military Estab- 
lishment” the continuance of such a con- 
dition would be “intolerable.” 

The President in his brief reply to the 
Secretary of the Navy indicated his 
familiarity with various aspects of the 
problem and authorized the Secretary to 
direct the transfer recommended. 

The President made no announcement 
of the successor to Admiral Denfeld, but 
it was generally assumed that the post 
would go to Vice Admiral Forrest P. 
Sherman, Commander of the Sixth Task 
Fleet in the Mediterranean, who is re- 
ported to be returning to Washington 
by air. 

Admiral Sherman was recently in 
Washington, but took no part in the 
Navy-Air Force controversy investigated 
recently by the House Armed Services 
Committee. The admiral attended some 
of the hearings, but did not testify as 
a witness. He is reported to be out of 
sympathy with the position taken by 
other ranking Naval officers. He repre- 
sented the Navy in the preparation of 
the original Unification Act, working 
with Lt. Gen. Lauris Norstad of the Air 
Force, who at that time represented the 
War Department. 

In his communication to the President, 
Secretary Matthews made no reference 
to Admiral Denfeld’s testimony before 
the Congressional Committee, but it was 
obvious that the views he expressed to 
the committee relative to the administra- 
tion of the Unification Act were those 
to which the Secretary took such vigorous 
exception. 

In a statement to the committee Ad- 
miral Denfeld had said that he fully 
supported the position of other Naval 
witnesses who strongly criticized the 
administration of unification, opposed the 
continued procurement of the Air Force

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AF Personnel Policy 

Changes in the Air Force regulations, 
limiting opportunities for officer person- 
nel to revert to enlisted status in the 
grade of master sergeant, were an- 
nounced this week by General Hoyt S. 
Vandenberg, USAF Chief of Staff. 

In messages to all its major commands 
the Air Force announced that: 

(1) Accrual of continuous commissioned 
service for the purpose of enlistment in 
the grade of master sergeant will be dis- 
continued effective 1 Nov., making officers 
with less than 10 years of continuous 
commissioned service on and after 1 Nov. 
ineligible for automatic enlistment as a 
master sergeant. Eligible officers desiring 
to revert to master sergeant will be re- 
quired to submit applications by 1 Feb., 
1950. 

(2) Officers who held enlisted status in 
the Regular Army Air Corps prior to 
10 Dec. 1941, and who held the grade of 
sergeant or higher when commissioned, 
when desiring to revert to airmen rank 
upon relief from active duty as an officer, 
likewise will be required to submit appli- 
cation to that effect by 1 Feb., 1950. 

The revised regulations do not prevent 
an officer from reverting to master ser- 
geant status when he has a permanent 
enlisted warrant reserved by law. 

The regulation changes are designed 
to aid the airmen career program by 
limiting the number of officers who may 
automatically become eligible to revert 
to the master sergeant grade. 





Services Preparing 
New Retirements 


Continuing a record of rapid imple- 
mentation of new physical disability re- 
tirement provisions of the Career Com- 
pensation Act, the Army, Navy, Air Force 
and Marine Corps this week sent repre- 
sentatives, both medical and line officers, 
to a special two-weeks school at the Army 
Medical Center, Washington, D. C. 

There, approximately 120 officers are 
receiving detailed instruction from top 
physical disability rating experts of the 
Veterans Administration in the tech- 
niques of establishing and fixing specific 
percentage disability ratings. 

Meantime, it was disclosed that at the 
end of this month the Army will have re- 
tired some of its personnel under provi- 
sions of the new military pay law. 

Coincidentally, following accelerated 
processing by experts of the Adjutant 
General’s Department, the Army was able 
to complete a final draft of new regula- 
tions covering physical disability retirc- 
ment. The Adjutant General and his staff 
were making arrangements to dispatch 
these instructions to the field as soon 
as possible—all part of a successful effort 
to implement the Career Compensation 
Act provisions as quickly as possible. 

Excerpts from the Army’s new regula- 
tion appear at the end of this article. 

Under the new law members of the 
Armed Services considered physically dis- 
quelified for active service may be placed 
on a temporary retired list for five years, 





during which they will receive periodic 
physical examinations to determine

President Approves 


Selections in Army 


The President this week approved 
Army selection board recommendations 
for the permanent promotion of 551 Offi- 
cers; 299 to be majors and 235 to be 
captains on the Army Promotion List; six 
to be lieutenant colonels and 11 to be 
majors on the Chaplains Corps Promo- 
tion List. 

Previously, the President had signed 
the list of officers on the Judge Advocate 
General’s Promotion List recommended 
for permanent advancement to the ranks 
of lieutenant colonel, major and captain. 

When the Army announced the creation 
of the selection boards to consider officers 
for permanent promotions to be made 
subsequent to 1 Jan. 1950, it was reported 
that the approximate number to be con- 
sidered included: 

Captain to major, Army Promotion 
List—350. Since 299 names appear on the 
list approved by the White House, about 
51 officers were passed over. 

First lieutenant to captain, Army Pro- 
motion List—250. A total of 235 names 
were on the list, which means that ap- 
proximately 15 were passed over. 

Major to lieutenant colonel, Chaplains 
Promotion List—10. Actually, only six 
were selected. 

Captain to major, Chaplains Promotion 
List—10. In this case, the number selected 
exceeded by one the approximate number 
cited for consideration.

Sec’y. Johnson Testifies 

The House Armed Services Committee 
completed hearings 21 Oct. on the bitter 
inter-Service controversy. 

At the closing session the committee 
heard General of the Army George C. 
Marshall, Defense Secretary Louis John- 
son, and former President Herbert Hoov- 
er. In the course of his statement Mr. 
Hoover said that Mr. Johnson deserved 
the support of the committee and of the 
country. This statement was echoed and 
endorsed by Chairman Carl Vinson (D- 
Ga.), of the House Armed Services Com- 
mittee, at the conclusion of the hearing. 

The committee has recessed until 3 
Jan. 1950, at which time it will reassemble 
for the purpose of preparing a report. 
The hearings which began with consider- 
able bitterness ended in a conciliatory at- 
mosphere. At the outset Mr. Vinson and 
several other members of the committee 
were outspoken in their censure of De- 
fense Secretary Johnson, but practically 
all were extremely friendly at the con- 
clusion. 

While there was no indication as to the 
ultimate findings of the committee, Mr. 
Vinson stated that he supported the ac- 
tion taken by Mr. Johnson in cancelling 
the construction of the giant Naval car- 
rier, and he and other members indicated 
that they were impressed with the neces- 
sity for the procurement of the B-36 
bombers. Members of the committee will 
study transcripts of the hearings during 
the Congressional recess with a view to 
recommending appropriate action. 

Mr. Vinson expressed the hope that 
there might be a much closer relation- 
ship between his committee and the De- 
partment of Defense. He said he was 
greatly impressed with the suggestion of 
General of the Army Dwight D. Eisen- 
hower that the committee and the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff meet occasionally to keep 
abreast of developments in long-range 
budget planning. Mr. Johnson heartily en- 
dorsed the proposal and extended an in- 
vitation to the members to meet with 
him and the Joint Chiefs in the near 
future. 

Both General Marshall and Mr. Hoover 
said they thought that budgetary limita- 
tions had occasioned much of the diffi- 
culty that led to the current controversy. 
Mr. Johnson agreed with this analysis, 
but said that drastic reductions were nec- 
essary in order to keep the nation solvent. 
He said that many cuts were necessary 
to keep defense spending within the origi- 
nal budget ceiling of $14.4 billion for the 
fiscal year 1950, and more savings would 
be necessary to keep such expenditures 
within the 1951 budget ceiling, which he 
revealed for the first time officially to be 
$13 billion. 

The Secretary reiterated his promise 
that by the end of the current fiscal year 
savings in defense spending would be at 
the annual rate of one billion dollars, and 
at the rate of a billion and a half in 18 
months. He submitted a chart of actual 
and proposed savings to support his pre- 
diction. 

Mr. Johnson denied in detail the charges 
of the senior Naval officers. He said there 
had been no arbitrary budget cuts and no 
discrimination against the Navy. He 
promised that the Navy would be given 
every opportunity to be heard in support 
of its requirements. He said strategic war 
plans, which include strategic bombing, 
were unanimously approved by the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff, including the Navy mem- 
ber. He said the Navy had, if anything, 
even more than its share of key positions 
in the defense department, listing the of- 
fices held. 

The proper evaluation of the B-36, the 
Secretary said, would be made by the

the Navy Banshee this had been declined 
on the unanimous recommendation of 
the Joint Chiefs, including the Navy rep- 
resentative, Admiral Louis Denfeld, Chief 
of Naval Operations. He defended his 
cancellation of the huge Naval aircraft 
carrier, and cited the approval by Chair- 
man Vinson of the action he had taken. 
He said he acted not only on the recom- 
mendation of a majority of the Joint 
Chiefs, but also with the approval of the 
President. 

In replying to questions with reference 
to his carrier decision, Mr. Johnson re- 
ferred to the circumstances surrounding 
the resignation of Navy Secretary John 
L. Sullivan. He said that Mr. Sullivan had 
submitted his resignation late in March, 
several days prior to the time Mr. John- 
son took office. It was not accepted until 
a month later, after Mr. Sullivan had 
strongly objected to the cancellation of 
the construction of the aircraft carrier 
and resubmitted his resignation. Mr. 
Johnson said he told Mr. Sullivan he did 
not want anyone in the organization who 
was not wholeheartedly in favor of uni- 
fication of the Military Establishment. 


Gen. Marshall’s Views 


General Marshall’s statement to the 
committee was largely a review of his ex- 
perience in developing the organization 
that came to be the Joint Chiefs of Staff. 
He said that when he came to Washing- 
ton in 1938 as Deputy Chief of Staff he 
felt that in view of the evident danger 
something had to be done to insure a re- 
spectable posture of national defense. The 
principal problem, he said, was money, 
and the more the danger grew the more 
acute that problem became. He referred 
to the expansion of Naval bases without 
coordination with the Army, although 
the Army was responsible for the defense 
of those bases. 

The general said that the Joint Chiefs 
of Staff organization was formed early 
in the war. The set-up, he said, was not 
calculated to work smoothly. General 
Marshall was senior member and General 
Henry H. Arnold of the Air Corps, a su- 
bordinate of the Army Chief of Staff, was 
also a member, as was the Chief of Naval 
Operations. General Marshall said he 
urged President Roosevelt to recall Ad- 
miral William D. Leahy from France to 
serve as Chief of Staff to the President 
and as Chairman of the Joint Chiefs. 
During the war, he said, the Joint Chiefs 
had difficulties but managed to get 
through them under the stimulus of com- 
bat, but often with a great loss of time 
and occasionally with over-compromise. 

Following the war General Marshall 
said he became a firm advocate of unifi- 
cation. He said that following the cessa- 
tion of hostilities he was wholly in disa- 
greement with the proposals for exceed- 
ing heavy expenditures for the Navy and 
Air Force and to a lesser extent for the 
ground forces. It was obvious, he said, 
that something should be done in the 
interest of National Security and of the 
taxpayers. What we must strive for, he 
said, is security, but we have to consider 
how to manage it within the national 
economy. The money, he added, must be 
expended with discretion. What is needed, 
he said, is an approach to the subdivision 
of funds that has in mind only the secu- 
rity of the country, rather than the atti- 
tude of any one service. 

“Unity,” General Marshall said, “is ab- 
solutely necessary, in my opinion.” 


Ex-President Hoover 


Former President Herbert Hoover read 
a brief prepared statement in a low voice. 
His testimony was received with the clos- 
est attention by the committee and by 
the spectators, who joined in a rising ova- 
tion to the elder statesman, both at the 
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Urge “Spot” Promotions 


Coincident with the announcement this 
week that the Department of Defense 
Personnel Policy Board has under con- 
sideration a proposal to. reinstitute 
“spot” promotions for certain key OSD 
assignments, it was revealed that the 
board has also received an initial list 
of Service recommendations for changes 
in the Officer Personnel Act of 1947. 

Although no decision has yet been 
reached concerning the “spot” promotion 
proposal, the Department of Defense said 
the recommendation had been approved 
“in principle” by the Staff Council. 

Last month, Lt. Gen. Leroy Lutes, USA, 
then Director of the Staff, Munitions 
Board, sent a memorandum to Secretary 
of Defense Louis Johnson in which he 
urged that “spot” promotions be author- 
ized for military officers assigned to “a 
limited number of key positions in the 
OSD and its related boards and agencies.” 

At the present time, the Services have 
no authority for “spot” promotions. Al- 
most without exception, all promotions, 
both permanent and temporary, have 
been made as a result of selection board 
action, as provided in the Officer Person- 
nel Act. 

One Exception Cited 


Recently, however, there was one in- 
stance where an officer who had not been 
chosen by a selection board was named 
to “general officer” rank. In this case, 
apparently the promotion of Col. Louis 
Renfrow, DC, USA, to be a temporary 
brigadier general, was “directed.” Gen- 
eral Renfrow is a special assistant to Sec- 
retary of Defense Louis Johnson and was 
previously a White House aide. 

At a meeting of the Staff Council of 
the Deputy Secretary of Defense early 
this month, General Lutes, now com- 
manding general of the Fourth Army, 
contended, according to the Department 
of Defense announcement, that “the mili- 
tary services have only a limited number 
of high ranking officers, that they are 
naturally reluctant to release them for 
duty outside their own departments, and 
that one Service had notified him re- 
cently that it had no general officers for 
assignment to the Munitions Board and 
recommended that the positions be down- 
graded.” 

At that session, General Lutes is re- 
ported to have expressed concern lest 
such downgrading “impair the prestige 
of the staff in the eyes of industry and 
the military services.” 

He said that the grades of lieutenant 
general, vice admiral, major general or 
rear admiral should be assigned to cer- 
tain specified positions. Officers should be 
promoted to those grades “for the dura- 
tion of their assignment to these 
positions.” 


Opposition Anticipated 


Although official viewpoints of person- 
nel officials of the various Services were 
not made known, it is believed that Gen- 
eral Lutes’ proposal will meet with some 
opposition. 

It is explained that the present system 
of promoting officers through action of 
selection boards has reduced “political” 
influence to a minimum and has been 
a definite asset in maintaining high 
morale concerning Service promotions. 

Further, it is said that if “spot” pro- 
motions are authorized for certain assign- 
ments at the Pentagon, officers naturally 
would seek such duty, with the result 
that these assignments would be coveted 
over duties in the field. 

Those who are opposed to the initiation 
of “spot” promotions maintain that the 
Services have an adequate number of 
officers with sufficient seniority to fulfill 
assignments of general officer or flag 
officer status. 





Revise Personnel Act 


With regard to the broad study con- 
cerning revision of the Officer Personnel 
Act, it is recalled that this subject had 
been divided into phases. The first phase 
concerned amendments believed to be 
“urgent” by the various Services. These 
amendments are to be incorporated into 
an omnibus bill for submittal early in the 
second session of the 81st Congress, which 
will meet in January 1950. Further re. 
visions of the Officer Personnel Act, and 
the possibility of a completely rewritten 
personnel law, were to be studied in time 
for submittal to the first session of the 
82d Congress in January 1951. 

This week it was ascertained that the 
Services have sent to the Personnel 
Policy Board their recommendations for 
the “urgent” changes. The board, in turn, 
will study these proposals in a process 
involving study by ad hoc committees, 
and review by the board of top-ranking 
personnel officers of the Army, Navy and 
Air Force. Following this processing and 
after final action by the Personnel Policy 
Board, the recommendations will be 
submitted to the Secretary of Defense. 
It is believed that Assistant Secretary of 
Defense Marx Leva and General Counsel 
Felix Larkin will have major responsibil- 
ity for formulating the final draft of 
legislation, which, after approval by Sec- 
retary of Defense Johnson and the three 
Secretaries, will be sent to the Bureau 
of the Budget. 

Since the Bureau of the Budget will 
require time for its analysis, it is antici- 
pated that the action on the personnel 
changes at the Pentagon will be acceler- 
ated in order to ready the amendments 
for early Congressional action. 


General Lutes’ Memorandum 


The following is the text of General 
Lutes’ memorandum to Secretary John- 
son: 

‘1. From time to time I anticipate that 
there will be difficulty in obtaining officers 
of suitable rank for top key positions on the 
Munitions Board Staff due to the fact that 
the three Armed Services will not wish to 
spare officers of the rank of Lieutenant Gen- 
eral, Vice Admiral, and Major General for 
these positions. 

“2. If the prestige of the logistics work of 
the Munitions Board is to be maintained in 
the eyes of industry and in the eyes of the 
three Services, it is my belief that the key 
positions of the Staff should be filled by offi- 
cers of the foregoing ranks. To accomplish 
this I recommend that the Secretary of De 
fense reserve for his office a limited number 
of positions to be filled by general and flag 
officers over and above the number of these 
temporary grades in the three Services, and 
that if these positions cannot be filled by 
qualified officers holding the regular or tem- 
porary rank within their own Services, quali- 
fied officers be given what is commonly called 
‘spot promotions’ of the appropriate rank for 
the necessary period of duty with the Muni- 
tions Board, Research & Development Board 
Joint Chiefs of Staff, and immediate office of 
the Secretary of Defense."’

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The Victory Division

HE 24th Infantry Division occupies 

the island of Kyushu, third iargest and 
southernmost of the main Japanese chain. 
In additfon, it recently took over two 
prefectures of southern Honshu for- 
merly assigned 
to forces of the 
British Common- 
wealth. The total 
land area of this 
zone of respon- 
sibility is more 
than 20,000 
square miles, 
with more than 
fourteen million 
inhabitants. 

The major ele- 
ments of the Di- 
vision are sta- 
tioned in five 
camps near key 
industrial and 
shipping centers 
of the zone. The CP is located in Kokura, 
near Yahata, the Pittsburgh of Japan. 
There is a separate camp for each in- 
fantry regiment and for the division ar- 
tillery. All installations are connected 
by an excellent telephone system, by 
radio and teletype and by a good rail and 
poor road system. The Division Command- 
er and his staff travel habitually by L-5 
and L-17 airplanes from Division and Div- 
Arty air sections, popularly known as 
Kyushu Air Lines. 

Housing for the troops compares favor- 
ably with that in the United States. Many 
of the barracks were constructed to U.S. 
Army specifications under Engineer Corps 
supervision. Others are completely reno- 
vated Japanese Army buildings. Depend- 
ent homes include beautiful westernized 
native dwellings, as well as new Amer- 
ican units in areas adjacent to the camps. 

Today the Division has few remaining 
responsibilities in connection with the oc- 
cupation. The occupation task has been 
simplified in the past by the peaceful ac- 
ceptance of the occupation forces by the 
Japanese people and by the efficient su- 
pervision of the Japanese recovery pro- 
gram by American Civil Affairs teams, 
currently commanded on Kyushu by Col. 
S. C. Hilton. It has been the policy of Gen- 
eral MacArthur to require local Japanese 
officials to accept full responsibility for 
the conduct of government, with a mini- 
mum of American supervision. The result 
is that the 24th Division may now devote 
its full attention to training. 

Chief activity of the command is train- 
ing for combat readiness. The Division is 
composed largely of young men, a great 
many of them in their teens and with 
less than a year of service. They are in- 
telligent and interested, smart in ap- 
pearance and in discipline. There is a gen- 
erous sprinkling of junior officers and non- 
commissioned officers of high quality and 
combat experience. The material is ex- 
cellent and requires only intelligent man- 
agement and supervision by experienced 
senior officers to produce excellent re- 
sults. 

Summer training is being devoted to 
refresher work in basic subjects for the 
individual soldier, to be followed by unit 
and combined training. Adequate close-in 
training areas exist at each camp, and 
excellent maneuver areas suitable for reg- 
imental problems are located in the moun- 
tainous areas of the island. The mild cli- 
mate of Kyushu and the splendid ma-

General McAuliffe, author of the above 
article on the 24th Division, just returned 
from Japan this week to take up his new 
duties as Chief of the Chemical Corps. He 
was succeeded by Maj. Gen. William F. 
Dean, USA, as commander of the 24th In- 
fantry Division. 

General McAuliffe was graduated from 
the U. 8. Military Academy and commis- 
stoned in the Field Artillery 1 Nov. 1918. 
He had varied service at U. S. Posts and 
abroad at service schools, both as a stu- 
dent and instructor. At the outset of World 
War IT he was assistant chief of the Devel- 
opment Section of the Requirements and 
Distribution Branch, Supply Division, War 
Department General Staff. He joined the 
101st Airborne Division in 1942 as Artillery 
Commander and went overseas and para- 
chuted into France with it in June 1944. 
He aubsequently became deputy Com- 
mander of the Division and was acting 
commander at Bastogne at the time of the 
German demand for its surrender and his 
famed reply “Nuts!” 














neuver areas permit each battalion to 
spend at least one-fourth of its time in 
the field. 

Effectiveness of Army medical safe- 
guards is demonstrated by the fact that 
not-a single case of cholera, yellow fever 
or typhus, traditional scourges of the 
Orient, has been recorded among the 24th 
Infantry Division during its service on 
Kyushu. The low incidence of other dis- 
ease and the high general health of the 
command is on a par with that of units 
stationed in the Zone of the Interior. 

An active Army educational program 
here has produced surprising results. A 
literacy course is mandatory for those 
soldiers who have not completed the fifth 
grade, It was found that recent graduates 
of this course had increased their Army 
General Classification test scores by an 
average of 21 points. In addition to USAFI 
courses, more than 20 subjects are taught 
in classes at the Division’s five educa- 
tional centers by civilian professionals, 
officers and qualified dependents. About 
13 per cent of the current strength is en- 
rolled in one or more subjects. Many sol- 
diers have already received high school 
diplomas and college credits for com- 
pleted courses. 

Maximum participation is the objective 
of the Division sports program. Every 
post has a completely equipped athletic 
plant equipped for all sports on the calen- 
dar. More than 900 men have participated 
in regimental league sports this year, and 
thousands more are engaged in company 
and battalion competition. Rivalry is keen 
and officiating is excellent. Play-by-play 
accounts of regimental contests are 
broadcast over the Division radio broad- 
casting net. 

With well-staffed service clubs, li- 
braries, movie theaters, swimming pools 
and beaches, bowling alleys, post ex- 
changes, scenic tours and resort hotels 
on or near every camp, the soldier on 
Kyushu enjoys a wide variety of off-duty 
recreation. The effect of this, and other 
factors, on morale is indicated by the cur- 
rent reenlistment rate of 23 per cent. 

The famous old infantry regiments, 
19th, 2lst and 34th, are commanded re- 
spectively by Colgnels C. P. Lynch, John 
Dabney and Raymond G. Stanton; Div- 
Arty by Brig. Gen. H. J. D. Meyer. Brig. 
Gen. Gerald J. Higgins is A/DC and Colo- 
nel Charles C. Cavender, Chief of Staff. 





Calls For Armed Strength 

War plans formulated by the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff deny to the three Services 
“the luxury of competing and duplicating 
roles to be paid for out of the pockets of 
the American taxpayer, whose tax burden 
is already approaching the rock bottom 
limit,” Secretary of Defense Louis John- 
son declared this week. 

Speaking at the annual New York Her- 
ald Tribune forum in New York City, 
Secretary Johnson said that in the war 
plans to effect national military strategy 
“honorable roles and missions are as- 
signed to each of the three Services. Each 
gets the part it is best qualified to do in 
the judgment of the Joint Chief of Staff. 
This of course does not necessarily mean 
that each is directed to do what he would 
best like to do,” Secretary Johnson added. 

He said the Nation could achieve 
strength for defense “only when our mili- 
tary team is strong and efficient and when 
our force, plus the forces of our friends, 
is superior to any military strength of the 
combined nations that might be lined up 
against us in case of war.” 

Emphasizing that military strength is 
the best guarantee against aggression, 
Secretary Johnson said, “our aim is to 
build a powerful team of air, sea and 
ground forces capable of withstanding 
any enemy’s attempt to effect a Pearl 
Harbor or any series of such disasters 
upon us, and at the same time have a 
combined force in being which would 
strike him in deadly counterattack, slow 
him up or even crush him, and gain at 
least some time to organize, train and 
equip sufficient expeditionary forces, 
move them overseas, land on hostile 
shores and defeat the enemy troops.”

Defense Economy Program 

In his testimony before the House 
Armed Services Committee, Secretary of 
Defense Louis Johnson announced that 
savings in military expenditures at an 
annual rate of a billion dollars a year 
would be effected within a year and at 
an annual rate of a billion and a half 
within 18 months. 

In support of his statement the Secre- 
tary submitted a table showing that a 
target figure of nearly $600 million in 
annual savings had been set to be effec- 
tive by the end of the current fiscal year. 
This figure included $185.6 million of 
Savings already placed in reserve and 
taken into account by Congressional 
Committees in making appropriations 
for this year. 

In addition the Secretary said a target 
figure of $230 million had been fixed for 
additional annual savings in future years. 
Furthermore he said other areas of pos- 
sible retrenchment were being explored 
with promise of material savings in vari- 
ous specific projects. 

The proposed savings would be largely 
effected, according to the Secretary, by 
eliminating duplication, overlaps, waste 
and extravagance. They take into account 
recent and proposed cutbacks in civilian 
personnel but do not cover any reduc- 
tion in military personnel that may be 
effected. 

Among the major items in which the 
principal savings are to be expected are 
$334,279,000 through the civilian person- 
nel cutback, $48 million through cutback 
of civilians in uniform, $101,352,119 
through reduction in flying hours, $20 
million in the maintenance, operation 
and replacement of motor vehicles, $40 
million in research and development, $10 
million in record keeping, and $10 million 
in medical services. In future years it is 
expected to make annual savings of $150 
million in supply operations, $40 million 
additional in medical services, and $40 
million in traffic management. The sav- 
ings in flying hours will be in proficiency 
flying of administrative personnel for 
which Navy standards will be adopted 
for all Services. 

Projects being explored as presenting 
possibilities for additional future savings 
include utilization of scientific and tech- 
nical personnel and facilities; communi- 
cations; transportation requirements; 
simplifying and strengthening the or- 
ganization of the Defense Departments; 
public information; military postal serv- 
ices; administrative security; and use of 
schools for specialized training. 

The current projects covered by the 
Secretary’s report to the committee and 
the target for estimated annual savings 
on each to be effected by 30 June 1950 
are:

The Secretary reported that a project 
of $18 million for an Armed Services 
Medical Library, and one for $772,000 for 
military occupational classification had 
been stopped before allocation of funds 
or inclusion in appropriations. He also 
reported that 1,060 military personnel 
from recruiting and 2,136 from mainte- 
nance and operation of motor vehicles 
were released for assignment to other 
military duty. Their annual pay and sub- 
sistence amounted to $10,285,141.

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The Navy’s Position 

The texts of the statements of the 26 
Navy witnesses who appeared before the 
House Committee on Armed Services have 
been bound into book form and are being 
distributed from the Headquarters of the 
Naval Air Training Command at Pensa- 
cola, Fla. 

A foreword explains that the document 
is being “distributed so that persons in 
the Naval service may study the full ex- 
panse of the prepared testimony which 
of necessity received but condensed treat- 
ment in the press.” 

The foreword contains a summary of 
the Navy’s position as follows: ; 

“Though vesiimony was limited by the 
agenda and by time and security consid- 
eration of items which will appear crit- 
ical of the Air Force. a thorough study of 
the documents will disclose that each nega- 
tive in part reflects a positive and con- 
structive Navy position with respect to the 
means of war and peace and the unification 
and development of the Armed Services. 
The testimony and the corresponding posi- 
tive Navy concepts may be briefly sum- 
marized as follows: 

“1.The B-36 is an inflexible single-pur- 
pose weapon. The Navy stands for the de- 
velopment of flexible multi-purpose weap- 
ons and itself emphasizes them. 

“2. The cancellation of the USS United 
States was unjustified because it was the 
normal development of a new carrier pro- 
totype. The Navy believes all services should 
be free from a veto over the development 
of prototypes for test and evaluation as 
distinguished from quantity procurement. 

“3. The arguments that enemy surface 
navies should determine our Naval strength 
is unsound. The Navy exists to command 
the sea against all types of opposition for 
whatever purposes such command may 
prove useful. 

“4. Air Force principles and practices 
in the field of tactical aviation are back- 
ward and its tactical air strength is in- 
adequate. The Navy believes tactical air 
power is decisive and its troop support re- 
quirements and command relationships are 
based on providing fullest and most flex- 
ible support to ground forces. The Navy 
believes Air Force practice should follow a 
Similar pattern. 

“5S. The Air Force theory of independ- 
ent strategic bombing is militarily un- 
sound, it subtracts forces from areas vital 
to our security. The Navy believes that 
strategic air warfare should’ be against 
targets which advance the main effort of other 
engaged forces on a team, rather than an 
independent basis. 

"6. The B-36 by virtue of its lack of pre- 
cision combined with its vulnerability is 
limited in its operations to night attack on 
enemy cities in their entirety. The Navy 
believes that the winning of war cannot be 
considered apart from the restoration of 
peace and that wholesale destruction of the 
enemy economy will make peace more 
difficult to achieve. 

“7. The B-36 cannot be dissociated from the 
atomic blitz theory of a cheap and easy 
war which is all it can support. The Navy 
maintains that victory cannot be achieved 
cheaply and easily against a major power 
and that to claim so is dangerous to the na- 
tion. The Navy believes further that in a 
struggle which is mainly for the minds of 
men, victory against a power skilled in such 
warfare can be won only by adherence to the 
American conviction that the individual is 
supremely important. Deliberate and indis- 
criminate atomic slaughter of populations 
from sheer expediency will lose this asset 
which must be the basis of our political and 
psychological warfare. 

“Inherent in the entire series of state- 
ments is the Navy conviction that unification 
of the military services as enacted by Con- 
gress is sound and workable but has not 
yet been tried on the basis intended.”’

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Cut Army Strength 


The Army will be cut from about 656,- 
000 to 630,000 officers and enlisted person- 
nel by Feb. 1950, Secretary of the Army 
Gordon Gray disclosed this week. 

He told the National Guard Conven- 
tion in Montgomery, Ala., that approxi- 
mately 24,000 inductees and 6000 21- 
month volunteers, who have completed 
12 months’ service, will be offered im- 
mediate separation beginning 1 Dec. 

The economy move will also mean that 
certain functions will be eliminated or 
streamlined, Secretary Gray reported. 
“The major portion of the budget cut- 
back will be accomplished by the person- 
nel elimination, the closing of certain in- 
stallations, the elimination or consolida- 
tion of various supporting activities and 
a critical review of our equipment poli- 
cies,” he related. 

Secretary Gray said the Army will at- 
tempt to absorb the cut in overhead and 
service troops. 

All 30,000 men brought into the Army 
under provisions of the Selective Service 
Act, and who have completed 12 months 
service, will be offered four options, as 
follows: 

1. Immediate separation from _ the 
Army, after completing 12 months of 
service, with the reserve component ob- 
ligations provided by the law. 

2. Completion of 21 months of service. 
with the same reserve component obli- 
gation. 

3. Completion of a total of 33 months 
of service, which would wipe out the ob- 
ligation to enter a reserve component 
after separation. 

4. Enlistment in the Regular Army for 
a normal tour of three or more years, 
which of course would remove any re- 
serve component obligation. 

Also eligible for release after complet- 
ing 12 months of service are some 400 
officers—-ROTC graduates who were or- 
dered to 21 months’ active duty under 
Section VII of the Selective Service Act. 

Secretary Gray told the National Guard 
officials that the Army “still believes 
firmly in the need for Universal Military 
Training for this nation.” He said the re- 
lease of the selectees for service with 
Civilian Components “on a very small 
scale is what the Army had in mind in 
its urgent support of UMT: A means by 
which a constant flow of pre-trained 
young men would be funneled into the 
reserve forces.” 

Also, the Army Secretary said the Se- 
lective Service Law must be retained. 
“Having such a law available to us 
means that we could, in event of sudden 
emergency, immediately call the man- 
power of this country to arms,” explained 
Secretary Gray, “thus eliminating the 
agonizing and possibly fatal period of 
waiting — estimated at at least four 
months—which might ensue if new legis- 
lation were required.” 

Citing the Army’s record of “good 
faith,” Secretary Gray emphasized that 
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the Selective Service legislation has 
helped achieve an all-volunteer Army. He 
said that if the Selective Service law 
lapsed, nations of western Europe and 
other freedom-loving people throughout 
the world, might interpret this “as a 
weakening of our effort and of our sup- 
port. Extension of this law would consti- 
tute a further reassurance to our allies 
and friends throughout the world that 
we intend to maintain every possible pre- 
caution against disaster.” 

With regard to the strength of the 
Army, Secretary Gray said “the figure of 
630,000 represents the absolute minimum 
strength which the Department of the 
Army feels it must have to carry out its 
responsibilities.” He said the Fiscal Year 
1951 budget provides for an Army of this 
size. 





Gen. Crittenberger Chosen 

Lt. Gen. Willis D. Crittenberger has 
been named by Secretary of Defense Louis 
Johnson to be Deputy Representative for 
the United States on the Military Com- 
mittee of the North Atlantic Treaty Mil- 
itary Organization and its Standing 
Group. 

General Omar N. Bradley, Chairman 
of the Joint Chiefs of Staff, is the U. S. 
Military Representative on the Military 
Committee and is currently serving also 
as Chairman. 

In addition to his new post, General 
Crittenberger is Chairman of the U. S. 
Delegation of the Military Staff Commit- 
tee of the United Nations and is Chair- 
man of the U. S. Army Delegation to the 
Inter-American Defense Board. He is also 
chairman of that board. 

General Crittenberger’s skilled service 
at the United Nations and on the Inter- 
American Defense Board made him a log- 
ical choice to be named as General Brad- 
ley’s deputy on North Atlantic defense 
planning. 





13th Armored Division 

Lt. Col. L. G. Kiely, assistant chief of 
staff in charge of personnel of the 13th 
Armored Division, ORC, for the past two 
years, has been named chief of staff of 
the Division, according to announcement 
made by Brig. Gen. James T. Roberts, 
Division Commander.

Temporary Promotions 
Despite the fact that the Army is now 
reducing the strength of its officers ranks 
in conformance with the Department of 
Defense economy drive, it was reported 
this week that consideratiorf is being 
given to the possibility of making some 
temporary promotions in the Spring of 
1950. 

By April, the Army will have completed 
the present phase of its officer reduction 
program. Then, it may be possible that 
there will be vacancies which will permit 
some temporary promotions. 

How many temporary promotions will 
be possible is not known at the present 
time and probably there will be no de- 
tailed promotion statistics available for 
many weeks. What is apparent, however, 
is the fact that when the present separa- 
tions are effected, the Army will consider 
its entire officer rank structure anew. 
Starting from “scratch,” in this manner, 
the likelihood is that vacancies will be 
shown, with temporary promotions made 
necessary.

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Gen. Collins’ Testimony 

A belief that future wars will see no 
such large amphibious operations as was 
conducted in the last war was expressed 
by General J. Lawton Collins, Chief of 
Staff of the Army, in his testimony last 
week-end before the House Committee on 
Armed Services. 

The General said that so far as the 
Army is concerned he is far more inter- 
ested in having airborne maneuvers than 
amphibious operations. 

This testimony was given as the result 
of questioning by members of the commit- 
tee following the presentation of General 
Collins’ formal statement, excerpts from 
which were published textually in last 
week’s ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL. The 
committeemen also took occasion to give 
high praise to General Collins’ attitude. 

Excerpts from the questions and 
answers which followed General Collins’ 
formal statement follow: 

Praise Statement 


Chairman Vinson (D-Ga.)—‘‘Thank you, 
General. I want to express my approval of 
the concluding page, and the calmness, the 
carefulness, and the broad aspect set forth 
in your paper because you have a most re- 
sponsible position. I am statisfied from your 
viewpoint as expressed that the country can 
rest assured and the committee can rest 
assured that as far as it lies within your 
power, you will do everything you can to 
see that we have a team and that all mem- 
bers on that team will have an equal chance 
to perform his roles and missions that the 
Congress and the Secretary of National De- 
fense have set up as their mission. I think 
your statement is one that the country can 
feel confidence in. They will feel confident 
that no one will be pushed around and that 
all three are going to be given a chance to 
play. Some are not going to be kept on the 
bench. They are going to utilize the forces 
and the power of all the services to have a 
coordinated, strong National Defense. Thank 
you, General.’”’ 

Rep. Short (R-Mo.). ‘‘Mr. Chairman, I 
think you have forcefully expressed the 
sentiment of every member of this com- 
mittee. 

“General, your statement is clear. It is 
concise. It is fair. I think it is objective. And 
even better than your excellent statement is 
your fine attitude. 

“You have no chips on your shoulder. You 
have been very calm and very clear, too. I 
think you deserve the congratulations of this 
committee and we all are deeply indebted to 
you for your apparent earnest desire to bring 
about genuine unification and harmony 
among the three branches of our Armed 
Services. It is that spirit that is needed so 
much today not only in the Armed Services 
but in the Congress and in the public at 
large."’ 

Rep. Brooks (D-La.). ‘‘I want to join, too, 
in what was said with reference to the 
General’s statement. I think it is a very 
forthright statement. I know something about 
the General’s record in the Pacific and I 
know much of the statement comes from 
his personal observations in the war, where 
he has had a magnificent record. As indicated 
there, he has been repeatedly decorated. 

“I think, General, you have a very forth- 
Tight statement which should do a great 
deal toward clearing up some of the diffi- 
culties which this committee has had pre- 
sented to it for solution. I congratulate you 
on the statement.”’ 

Mr. Bates. ‘‘General, I also want to join 
With the other members of the committee 
this morning in paying tribute to you for 
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| that we are facing.”’ 


the well-tempered statement that you made 
—free from ali the language that we read 
in the headlines of the papers this morning, 
with all of their implied meaning. I think 
the committee is under a great debt of grati- 
tude to you, and I think the services, too, 
for your tempered approach to the problems 


Amphibious Operations 

Rep. Hardy (D-Va.). ‘“‘You mentioned 
amphibious operations. Now, I believe yes- 
terday General Bradley indicated his feeling 
that we would not have any large-scale 
amphibious operations in a future war. Do 
you subscribe to that feeling?’’ 

General Collins. ‘‘I am rather inclined to 
agree that in a future war with the only 
potential enemy that we are likely to have, 
there will be no large-scale amphibious op- 
erations of the type we conducted in the 
past war. Certainly, we ought to do every- 
thing in our power to prevent the develop- 
ment of the necessity for such amphibious 





operations.’’ 

Rep. Hardy. ‘‘Well, you recall that in Gen- 
eral Cates’ statement the other day one of 
the things he was somewhat disturbed about 
was a large-scale amphibious operation that 
the Army is carrying on now without the 
Marine Corps participation."’ 

General Collins. ‘‘I am glad, again, now to 
have the opportunity to answei that one. 

“Certainly neither General Cates nor the 
Marine Corps would seek to restrain the 
Army from participating in amphibious train- 
ing. Under the law he is required, that is, 
the Marine Corps is required, in cooperation 
with the Army and the Air Force, to do 
certain things. 

“The fact of the matter is that the Army 
participated in a tremendous number of 
amphibious operations—not only in Europe 
where we did it wholly alone in conjunction 
with our allies, but also out in the Pacific. 

‘‘Now, we feel that the busines of getting 
ashore in an amphibious operation ,is only

the start of the thing. You can almost always 
get ashore. You may take a lot of casualties 
in doing it, and it takes determination and 
marvelous fighting spirit to get ashore, but 
the operation doesn’t end there. There is a 
tremendous logistical problem that follows. 
You have to bring supplies ashore. You have 
to establish signal communications. You have 
to get reserves ashore. Then you have to 
break out of that rather limited beachhead 
if you expect to get anywhere. 

“The Army is interested in testing its di- 
visions in the know-how, not only in getting 
ashore but in all of these other things that 
I have just mentioned. 

“And in the various exercises that have 
been scheduled this year, the Marines, as I 
understand it, were invited to participate.

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Selection Board to Meet 


A Navy selection board to recommend 
line officers for temporary promotion to 
rear admiral will convene on 14 Nov. 

All line captains on active duty, except 
those serving in appointments of limited 
duration, who will have three years serv- 
ice in grade by 30 June 1950 (computed 
from date of rank) will be eligible for 
selection. 

The promotion zone for officers not re- 
stricted in the performance of duty will 
terminate with Theodore R. Wirth, sig- 
nal number 521, page 16 of the Navy 
register dated 1 Jan., 1949. 

Specific fitness reports are not required, 
the Navy said, but each eligible officer 
and reporting senior should ascertain 
that the last regular fitness report has 
been submitted. 

The term “line officer” includes all en- 
gineering, aeronautical engineering, spe- 
cial duty, and Reserve officers paid under 
regular appropriations. 

Dates for additional selection boards to 
recommend the promotion of officers on 
active duty will be carried in the ARMY 
AND Navy JOURNAL at a later date. 





Court of Inquiry to Report 

The Court of Inquiry named last Au- 
gust to investigate the circumstances 
surrounding the preparation of the B-36 
“anonymous” document, this week com- 
pleted its deliberation and prepared to 
report to the Navy Secretary. 

Capt. Sanford B. D. Wood, Judge Ad- 
vocate of the board, told the ARMY AND 
Navy JOURNAL that the report of the 
court would be ready late this week— 
probably today. 

The Court, headed by Adm. Thomas C. 
Kinkaid, and composed of Vice Adm. 
Donald B. Beary, and Rear Adm. Glenn 
B. Davis, has been in adjournment for 
the past two weeks to deliberate the 
testimony and prepare its findings. 

Ordered by Navy Secretary Matthews 
to’ “inquire particularly as to whether 
other persons, military or civil, under the 
Navy Department participated in or in- 
stigated or had knowledge of the prepara- 
tion of the said document,” the Court 
first met on 29 August. 

The report as tendered to the Secretary 
will include the court’s opinion as to 
whether any offenses were committed 
and, in the event that an offense has been 
committed, will recommend any further 
action to be taken. 





Naval Research Meeting 


A meeting of the joint A. E. C.-Naval 
Research group which is conducting a 
symposium on the detection of nuclear 
radiation at the Naval Research Labora- 
tory, was held this week at the Wash- 
ington Hotel, Washington, D. C.

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North Atlantic Maneuvers 


A Navy force of “enemy” submarines 
will be pitted against a 100-ship armada 
next month in the largest peacetime 
North Atlantic maneuvers ever held by 
the Navy. 

The 19 sub-surface vessels, augmented 
at times by land-based planes, will be 
matched against ships and carrier air- 
craft of the Second Task Fleet. 


The 19 sub-surface vessels, including 
new guppy-snorkel submarines, will be 
augmented at times by land-based planes. 
In one phase of the maneuvers they will 
seek to turn back surface ships attempt- 
ing safe passage from the Virginia Capes 
to a point south of Argentia, Newfound- 
land. 

The “enemy” force will also strive to 
block the armada’s passage into the Davis 
Strait. 

Extending over a three-week period, 
the maneuvers will carry the fleet as 
far north as the Arctic Circle for cold 
weather training and will employ more 
than 42.000 Naval surface ship, aviation, 
and submarine personnel. 


The fleet armada, spearheaded by a 
striking force built around the larger 
aircraft carriers Midway, Franklin D. 
Roosevelt and Philippine Sea, will include 
49 destroyers, four cruisers, and various 
minesweepers, tankers and supply ships, 
in addition to its hunter-killer force 
headed by three small aircraft carriers, 
Wright, Mindoro and Siboney. 


Vessels of the Second Task Fleet will 
sail from Norfolk, Va., on Monday for the 
start of the maneuvers, and are scheduled 
to return on 23 November. 

Vice Adm. Donald B. Duncan, Com- 
mander of the Second Task Fleet, will di- 
rect the maneuvers from his flagship, 
Franklin D. Roosevelt. Rear Adm. J. J. 
Clark, commander of the striking force, 
will be aboard the Midway, and Rear 
Adm. W. G. Switzer, in charge of the 
hunter-killer force, will have the Mindoro 
as his flagship. 

The “enemy” submarine force will be 
directed by Rear Adm. James Fife, jr., 
Commander, Submarine Force, Atlantic 
Fleet.

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Marine Regiments Restored 


Two famed Marine regiments were re- 
cently reactivated in a colorful ceremony 
at the Marine Corps’ amphibious train- 
ing base, Camp Lejeune, N. C. 

Maj. Gen. Franklin A. Hart. Command- 
ing General of the Second Marine Divi- 
sion at Camp Lejeune, presented the 
colors to the 2d and 6th Marine Regiments 
in the official reactivation ceremonies. 
They were accepted by the regimental 
commanders, Col. Randall M. Victory, 
commanding the 2d Regiment, and Col. 
Homer L. Litzenberg, jr., commanding of- 
ficer of the 6th Regiment. 

Gen. John A. Lejeune, for whom the 
amphibious training base is named, had 
at one time commanded both regiments. 
General Hart was in command of the 
6th Regiment when it was reorganized in 
1940. 

Both units had been deactivated since 
1946. 

The older of the two regiments, the 
2d, was formed in 1911 in Philadelphia 
for duty in Guantanamo, Cuba, to pro- 
tect American lives and property threat- 
ened by the Negro Rebellion there. In 
subsequent campaigns, the regiment dis- 
tinguished itself many times. In World 
War II it was the first U. S. unit to land 
on enemy held soil, participating in the 
Tulagi-Guadalcanal landings. 

The 6th Regiment was first activated 
in 1917 and served during World War I 
in France where it won the French Croix 
de Guerre with Palm for services in the 
capture of Belleau Wood. In World War 
II, following duty in Iceland, the 6th 
also landed on Guadalcanal. 

After Guadalcanal, both regiments, as 
part of the 2d Marine Division, partici- 
pated in the assault on Tarawa, and later 
landings on Saipan and Tinian. 


5th Reactivated 


In a similiar ceremony at Camp Pen- 
dleton, Calif., another famous Marine 
unit, the 5th Regiment, was also reacti- 
vated, with Col. V. H. Krulak as com- 
manding officer. 

The 5th was originally activated in 
1917, the same year as the 6th, and also 
earned the French Croix de Guerre at 
Belleau Wood, and participated in the 
Guadalcanal campaign in World War II. 
They later made landings at Cape Glou- 
cester, New Britain; Peleliu; and Oki- 
nawa. 

Colonel Krulak served with the regi- 
ment during 1935 as a second lieutenant 
in command of “E” Company. 





Marines to Land on Crete 


Twenty warships of the United States 
Sixth Task Fleet left the Greek port of 
Argostoli this week to conduct extensive 
fleet training tactical exercises, including 
an amphibious landing by Marines on the 
island of Crete. 

The fleet exercises will be conducted in 
the Aegean Sea and the Eastern Mediter- 
ranean. The amphibious landing was 
made by a reinforced battalion of Ma- 
rines, including Marine Corps detach- 
ments from the aircraft carrier Leyte 
and the cruisers Des Moines and Colum- 
bus, on Tuesday of this week. 

Later, the training exercises will be in- 
terrupted to give the crews liberty and 
recreation at various Mediterranean 
ports. The Des Moines, flagship of Vice 
Adm. Forrest P. Sherman, with the de- 
stroyers Turner, Fiske and Perry, will 
call at Beirut, Lebanon. Other vessels of 
the fleet will visit Cyprus; Mersin and 
Iskenderun, Turkey; the island of Rhodes 
and Athens, Greece. 





Marine Aviators With USAF 


The Marine Corps is being represented 
at Air Indoctrination Course II at Eglin 
AFB, Fla., by one of its “Ace” pilots. The 
representative is Capt. Thomas G. Ross, 
one of two Marine pilots chosen this year, 
to work and train with the Air Force. 

Assigned to the 77th Fighter Squadron, 
the 20th Fighter Group, Shaw AFB, S. 
C., Captain Ross is undergoing transition 
in the F-84 Thunderjet. Second Marine 
pilot chosen for the exchange is Maj. 
Al Armstrong, who will join the 20th 
later in,the year. 





Marine Aviation 

The problem of obtaining new aviators 
to maintain the strength and efficiency 
of the Organized Marine Corps Reserve 
has become “vital,” according to Maj. 
Gen. William J. Wallace, Director of Ma- 
rine Aviation. 

Speaking at the recent Marine Corps 
Reserve Officers Association conference 
in Philadelphia, General Wallace said 
that pilots in the Organized Marine 
Squadrons “are 95% combat trained, and 
the Reserve is at the peak of maximum 
readiness.” But, he emphasized, “the 
average age of these pilots is 29 years, 
and in four years this average will be 
33, which is considered to be the maxi- 
mum age for combat usefulness.” 

He also pointed out that “sufficient new 
aviators are not forthcoming” from the 
Naval Aviation Cadet program “to main- 
tain the Organized Reserve.” 

The Assistant Marine Corps Com- 
mandant for Air pointed out that regular 
Marine Corps Aviation “is overstrength 
now,” and that even though the required 
number could be obtained from the Nay 
Cad program, only sixty-five billets could 
be provided for their training, “even after 
curtailing the procurement of new avia- 
tors for the Regular Marine Corps.” 

As a solution, General Wallace sug- 
gested that NavCad training “could be 
reduced to include only advanced train- 
ing, leaving the task of operational train- 
ing to the squadrons themselves.” Al- 
though this would not result in the pro- 
duction of finished pilots, he said, it 
would reduce peacetime costs, provide a 
means of continuing the Organized Re- 
serve, and reduce the “otherwise inevi- 
table” heavy basic training load upon 
mobilization. 

Wothout some input of young pilots he 
said, the Aviation Reserve “will become 
completely ineffective as a combat force.” 


End Cold Weather Exercise 


A reinforced Marine battalion will make 
an amphibious assault on Cape Porcupine, 
Labrador, today and tomorrow, climaxing 
the Navy’s current cold-weather exercises 
in the North Atlantic. 

The Marines will be sent ashore in 
various amphibious vessels from the 41- 
vessel Naval task force, following a recon- 
naissance of the beach by Navy Under- 
water Demolition Team swimmers, beach 
strikes by planes launched from the 
escort aircraft carrier USS Sicily, mine- 
sweeping operations, and simulated shore 
bombardment by supporting ships. 

The exercise is being conducted with 
the cooperation of the Canadian Govern- 
ment. A Canadian destroyer is participat- 
ing as a unit of the support forces and five 
Canadian Army officers are with the task 
group as observers. 

The assault landing, designed to ad- 
vance the state of combat readiness for 
cold-weather operations of the assigned 
naval, air and ground units, will have as 
its objective an “enemy” held weather re- 
porting station in the Arctic land mass. 

Rear Adm. Lyman A. Thackerey is in 
command of the amphibious force, and 
Brig. Gen. W. J. Whaling, has command 
of the landing force: an infantry battalion 
of the 9th Marines reinforced by units of 
the 10th and 16th Marines. 

In addition to the Sicily, the ships of the 
task group include the cruiser Rochester; 
four destroyers, Hawkins, Benner, M. C. 
Fox and D. J. Buckley; one snorkel-type 
submarine, Sea Lion; five minesweepers, 
Tanager, Towhee, Tumult, Sprig and Ter- 
cel; the amphibious command ship Mount 
Olympus, hospital ship Consolation, tank- 
er Sabine, fleet tug Seneca, attack trans- 
port Fremont, attack cargo ship Arneb, 
fast transport Kleinsmith, repair ship 
Gordius, and various landing ships and 
patrol craft.

Naval Aircraft Factory and Naval Aux- 
iliary Air Station. 

Of these three groups, the Naval Air 
Experimental Station conducts perform- 
ance tests on experimental, development, 
and service items in order to insure qual- 
ity standards for acceptance of materials 
or comparison in improvement develop- 
ments. The major fields investigated in- 
clude power plants, both jet and radial, 
including complete auxiliaries and acces- 
sories, static and dynamic testing of com- 
plete aircraft, quality control and de- 
velopment of aircraft materials including 
procedures of fabrication. Similar tests 
and developments are conducted in the 
fields of photography, instrumentation, 
survival gear including flight clothing, 
emergency rescue gear, oxygen masks, 
ejection seats, etc, 

At this station everything necessary for 
the safe and efficient operation of Naval 
aircraft must be proved “Best by Test” 
before any of it is authorized for use, 
either for training or actual combat pur- 
poses. This includes the testing, not alone 
of the main airplane structure itself, but 
each bit of material that goes into every 
bolt or fastener, the paint which protects 
the high strength surfaces from corro- 
sion, the very threads used to sew the 
parachutes together, the investigation 
and study of new materials—the develop- 
ment and use of latest navigational in- 
struments and survival gear—the aero- 
nautical engine and its myriad of acces- 
sories necessary for supplying the power 
to sustain flight. To properly deal with 
the service use and experimental prob- 
lems daily confronting a proving ground 
of this character, modern, adequate 
facilities and complete scientific equip- 
ment are necessary. The Naval Air Ex- 
perimental Station houses the largest uni- 
versal test machine in the world which 
has a capacity of 5,000,000 pounds in either 
tension or compression. Specimens up to 
30 feet in length can be accommodated. 
This machine like other special designed 


_ testing equipment is available to members 


ofthe team of Navy, Industry and tech- 
nical groups for non-military adoptions 
when considered advantageous to the 
government and taxpayer. 

The Navy Air Experimental station has 
pioneered in the field of Structural Flight 
Testing. This work involves the testing 
of aircraft by remote control utilizing 
automatic transmission to a ground sta- 
tion of stress, strain data involving loads 
encountered. These data will establish 
the safe limits for the operation of that 
— without the danger of loss of the 

ot. 

The Naval Aircraft Factory conducts 
investigations in connection with cata- 

ts, arresting gear and associated 
equipment. They manufacture, overhaul, 
repair and modify naval aircraft and air- 
craft accessories, including engines and 
instruments. The parachute and tow tar- 
get activity at the Naval Aircraft Fac- 
has pioneered in the development of 
the parachute and safety harnesses. 
Variations in operations in the fleet often 
develop additional requirements of 
strength and rigidity of the aircraft. The 
Naval Aircraft Factory has extensive 
facilities to fabricate the necessary parts 
to effect the desired improvement. This 
is an important consideration for direct 
Support of Naval Aviation. 

The Naval Auxiliary Air Station is the 
flight activity to conduct flight testing of 
items under cognizance of the Naval Air 
Material Command. 

The Naval Air Test Center, located at 
Patuxent River, Md., conducts flight test 
trials, accelerated field service tests, 
tactical tests and evaluation of naval air- 
craft, including armament equipment. It 

conducts tests on electrical and aero- 
Rautical equipment and components 
under flight conditions. The Naval Air 
Test Center consists of six divisions—The 
samament Test Division conducts trials 
aircraft armament equipment under 
actual flight conditions.

The Service Test Division conducts ac- 
celerated field tests of aircraft and tests 
of related aeronautical material. Con- 
sideration is given to the evaluation of 
maintenance that might be required in 
the service life of the airplane under test, 
particularly with a view toward replace- 
ment of parts damaged or worn in service 


use. 

The Tactical Test Division conducts 
tactical test of evaluation of aircraft for 
aeronautical material. It further con- 
ducts a comparative evaluation of the 
aircraft under test with other aircraft 
and investigations of aeronautical and 
physiological problems under flight con- 
ditions. 

The Naval Air Development Station, 
Johnsville, Pa., is responsible for develop- 
ment in the fields of aircraft electronics, 
Dilotless aircraft, and aircraft armament. 
The station consists of three (3) labora- 
tories; the Electronics and Electrical 
Laboratory designs, develops, proves and 
tests aircraft electronics and electrical 
systems, equipment components and re- 
lated material, the evaluation flights of 
experimental systems and equipment as 
designated by the Chief of the Bureau of 
Aeronautics. The Armament Laboratory 
develops, alters, designs, constructs and 
makes tests of aircraft armament systems 
and components, for evaluation purposes. 
The pilotless Aircraft Development Lab- 
oratory designs, develops prototypes 
and makes engineering evaluation of 
all types of pilotless aircraft including 
targets, drones, control devices and air- 
craft conversions of pilotless aircraft for 
special purposes. Through these labora- 
tories Naval aircraft are provided with 
modern armament, electronic, electrical 
and pilotless aircraft items. 

The Naval Air Missile Test Center 
located at Pt. Mugu, Calif., conducts the 
testing and evaluation of guided missiles 
and their components. ‘ 

The Bureau of Aeronautics conducts 
extensive studies on the problems involv- 
ing standardization of aeronautical items 
and industrial mobilization in order to in- 
sure availability of the tools in support of 
Naval Aviation at all times. 

In addition to the activities mentioned 
above in support of the Bureau of Aero- 
nautics’ mission, extensive lists of other 
Government and Industrial Laboratories 
are called upon to support the program. 
Liaison is maintained. between the Ser- 
vices and Industry to insure that most 


efficient and economical utilization of ‘ 


funds is being employed. 

In summation, it might be stated that 
the Chief of the Bureau of Aeronautics 
is responsible for the design, development, 
procurement and maintenance, in a high- 
ly available condition, of all aeronautical 
items in support of the Fleet.

Republic Jets to England 

Two Air Force jet fighter planes, Re- 
public F-84 Thunderjets, took off from 
Westover AFB, Mass., on 21 Oct. on the 
first leg of a flight to England. The 
planes were the first F-84s to fly the At- 
lantic. Previously, several flights of Lock- 
heed F-80 Shooting Stars have made the 
transoceanic flights. 

Upon arriving in the United Kingdom, 
the planes will be used for coordinating 
operational and training techniques with 
the Royal Air Force. The planes will re- 
turn to the U. S. upon completion of the 
work. 

The flight to U. K. were made with stops 
at Goose Bay, Labrador; Bluie-West One, 
Greenland; Keflavik, Iceland; Horsham 
St. Faith, England with the U. K. destina- 
tion of Tarrant Rushton, England. 

On the transatlantic flight the two jet 
planes were accompanied by a Douglas C- 
54 transport plane from USAF’s Air Ma- 
teriel Command; and during the over- 
water portions of the flight, was accom- 
panied by a Boeing B-29 weather recon- 
naissance plane from Military Air Trans- 
port Service. 

Col. David C. Schilling who led the two 
previous jet plane crossings in July, 1948 
and last May, lead the two-plane flight. 
Lt. Col. Patrick D. Fleming, flew the 
second jet fighter. Colonel Fleming was 
graduated from the U. S. Naval Academy 
in 1941 and was awarded the Navy Cross 
as well as many other decorations for his 
service with naval aviation in the World

Tenth AF Hqs to Move 


Headquarters of the Air Force’s Tenth 
Air Force will be moved from Benjamin 
Harrison AFB, Indianapolis, Ind., to Sel- 
fridge AFB, Mount Clemens, Mich. The 
transfer will involve approximately 900 
officer, enlisted and civilian personnel. 

The Tenth Air Force, commanded by 
Maj. Gen. Paul L. Williams, is a unit of 
the Continental Air Command and is re- 
sponsible for supervising the training of 
the Air National Guard, the administra- 
tion and training of the Air Reserve and 
the instruction and training of the Air 
Force Reserve Officers’ Training Corps 
in a thirteen-state area extending from 
Michigan and Indiana to Colorado and 
Wyoming. 

At present the 56th Fighter Wing, 
equipped with Lockheed F-80 “Shooting 
Stars,” jet-propelled fighter aircraft, is 
stationed at Selfridge AFB, and Is sched- 
uled to remain at that installation. Trans- 
fer of the Tenth Air Force headquarters 
will reflect the economies possible through 
location of an Air Force headquarters at 
an active operational base assigned to 
that particular numbered Air Force.

In a move designed to increase the pro- 
fessional competence of Air Force medi- 
cal personnel, the USAF Institute of 
Technology at Wright-Patterson AFB, 
Ohio, this week announced that oppor- 
tunities for graduate study in 20 different 
medical specialties have been opened to 
Air Force Medical and Dental Officers as 
a result of the coordinated efforts of the 
Institute and the Air Surgeon General. 

Foremost medical schools in the United 
States will be used in the new program 
which will feature advanced study in such 
fields as radiology, general surgery, car- 
diology, internal medicine, anesthesiology, 
occupational and physical therapy and 13 
additional medical and dental fields. 

In its*initial announcement of the pro- 
gram, the Institute of Technology pointed 
out that both regular and reserve medical 
and dental >2fficers will be eligible and 
that a total of 51 openings will be avail- 
able at the outset of the program, first 
graduate plan of its kind to be offered by 
the Air Force.

USAFR Records Screened 


The records of the entire 428,000 mem- 
bers of the Air Force Reserve will be 
given a thorough shakedown under a re- 
vised program now underway, according 
to Col. Neal J. O’Brien, Adjutant General 
of Headquarters, Continental Air Com- 
mand at Mitchel AFB, N. Y. 

Designed to perfect the master person- 
nel records and locator systems of the 
USAF Reserve, the program is scheduled 
to be completed by 1 July 1950. 
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National Guard Association 

Addresses by Secretary of the Army 
Gordon Gray, author of the report which 
advocated National Guard Federaliza- 
tion; and General Omar N. Bradley, 
Chairman, Joint Chiefs of Staff; the 
resignation of Maj. Gen. Milton A. 
Reckord as legislative chairman of the 
National Guard Association; a surprising 
proposal by the Reserve Officers Associa- 
tion; and a dispute concerning adminis- 
tration of the Air National Guard this 
week highlighted the annual convention 
of the National Guard Association in 
Montgomery, Ala. 

Secretary Gray told the convention 
that he was happy to be present “al- 
though I am convinced the reason Gen- 
eral Walsh (Maj. Gen. E. A. Walsh, presi- 
dent of the National Guard Association) 
asked me to come was simply to let you 
all get a look at ‘this guy Gray’ who was 
smart enough to be a private in the 
Army, dumb enough to take the job of 
Secretary of the Army, and ingenuous 
enough to think that a suggestion that 
the National Guard should be federalized 
might make him the hero of a conven- 
tion of this sort.” 

He said that there was no disagreement 
between the Association and members of 
the Board as to the goal to be accom- 
plished. “We are all in sincere and hearty 
accord that the reserve forces must take 
a vital—indeed an indispensable role in 
our security planning—that they must 
be part and parcel of our peacetime and 
emergency needs—and that they must 
be in a high state of readiness for any 
military operations that may become 
necessary in the future.” 

However, with regard to the “means,” 
Secretary Gray acknowledged divergent 
viewpoints. “The disagreement,” he said, 
“has been in an area where reasonable 
men can honestly disagree.” 

Concerning the Federalization pro- 
posal, Secretary Gray commented: 

“I think it is almost needless for me 
to say that the committee made its 
recommendation only after the most care- 
ful consideration. We became convinced 
unanimously that the organization of the 
Guard and the Reserve Corps as a single 
force under the Army clause of the Con- 
stitution would be the best means of 





most nearly achieving our common, ulti- 
mate goal. 

“However that may be, the decision 
should be reached by the American 
people after the widest and, I hope, the 
most dispassionate discussion. This dis- 
cussion should take place at the grass 
roots, in the communities and in the 
states, where local pride and local tradi- 
tion have been so much involved in the 
building of the Guard units. The Mem- 
bers of Congress as the peoples’ repre- 
sentatives must reflect their determina- 
tion in making the final decision. 

“The important thing I believe that I 
can say to you today is that the Depart- 
ment of the Army will make no attempt 
to implement this recommendation by 
administrative subterfuge or by indirec- 
tion. 

“Whatever the ultimate outcome, we 
will not relax our efforts to insure a 
strong and effective National Guard un- 
der its current militia clause status. You 
are vital to our missions, regardless of 
which clause of the Constitution provides 
your basic legal structure. We cannot 
afford to have less than the best possible 
National Guard as a part of the team, 
both in peace and in war. 

“For that reason, I am happy to be 
able to tell you today that in my opinion 
the National Guard is progressing rapidly 
and efficiently. We could not have asked 
for a finer performance than you have 
shown in the past two years; and we are 
greatly encouraged by your present vig- 
orous condition. I want to congratulate 
you for getting yourself into such ex- 
cellent shape.” 


General Bradley’s Remarks 


General Bradley called upon the Na- 
tional Guard to strip its training of “non- 
essentials” in order that Guard divisions 
will be “immediately available to enter 
combat areas” in the event of an emer- 
gency. 

General Bradley said that “in order to 
implement our greater responsibilities, 
both nationally and internationally, the 
National Guard should be ready to move 
some divisions to combat areas upon 
short notice in the event of mobilization.” 

Referring briefly to the recently an- 
nounced atomic explosion in Russia, Gen- 
eral Bradley said: “Now that we are not 
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the sole possessor of the ability to pro- 
duce an atomic explosion, our commit- 
ments for international cooperation are 
greatly increased over what they were 
before. Now that we are living in a time 
of tension,” he continued, “something 
easily might happen to upset the pre- 
carious balance of the world. And yet, in 
spite of our increased responsibilities, we 
must face the necessity for ‘realistic 
economy in our expenditures. These con- 
ditions have caused the National Guard 
to become of even greater importance to 
the national security.” 


General Reckord’s Resignation 


In a surprise move at the convention, 
General Reckord, Adjutant General of 
Maryland, announced his resignation as 
chairman of the Association legislative 
committee. He said the post should go 
to a younger man. In his report to the 
Convention, General Reckord joined Gen- 
eral Walsh in lambasting, the Air Force 
for alleged plans to take over the Air 
National Guard by “subterfuge.” 

The dispute between the National 
Guard Association and the Air Force was 
brought into sharp focus as a result of 
a row between Maj. Gen. Kenneth F. 
Cramer, Chief of the National Guard Bu- 
reau, and Maj. Gen. George G. Finch, 
chief of the Air Force Division of the 
Bureau. 

General Finch contends that his orders 
should come from the Air Force and not 
from General Cramer. General Reckord, 
noting this difference and citing General 
Finch’s attitude as an attempt to split 
the National Guard Bureau, said: “Of 
all things, gentlemen, let’s protect the 
National Guard Bureau in this fight and 
the chief of the National Guard Bureau 
who has done such a remarkable job.” 

Maj. Gen. Earl S. Hoag, USAF, who re- 
cently succeeded Lt. Gen. Elwood Que- 
sada, USAF, as head of Air Force Re- 
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serve and National Guard affairs, spoke 
at the convention, but avoided mention 
of the controversies. 


Reserve Officers Plan 


Reversing its position, the Reserve Of- 
ficers Association has ceased to support 
Federalization at the present time. closer 
integration of the state National Guard 
units with the Organized Reserve Corps, 
instead of the highly controversial Fed- 
eralization, was urged here by Comdr. 
John P. Bracken, USNR, Washington, 
D. C. president of the ROA. 

He called for a joint committee from 
the National Guard Association and his 
organization to work out a compromise 
alternative to the problem of federal- 
izing the guard and submit that solution 
to the Secretary of Defense’s Civilian 
Component Policy Board for action. 

The Reserve Officers Association, Mr. 
Bracken said, does not feel that Feder- 
alization of the National Guard is feasible 
at this time. 

“It would be pointless,” he said, “to 
Federalize the Guard or even to unify 
it with the ORC when there exists no 
adequate system to insure that the 
Guard’s present high standard of readi- 
ness will be maintained. It would be 
equally poifitless for the Guard itself to 
refuse to assist the ORC in its efforts to 
become a vital force for the security of 
our nation when the time allowed us to 
prepare for war is already running out. 

“As the budgets forall military com- 
ponents are cut today, joint action is 
vitally needed to insure that the defense 
of our country is not weakened by the 
failure of us citizen soldiers to work, to 
plan, yea, even to lobby together for the 
common good.”

UPPORTERS of a strong Military Establishment may well regard with concern 
the program of the Secretary of Defense for drastic reductions in the expenditure 
of funds appropriated for National Defense. The country will applaud commendable 
efforts for the elimination of waste, duplication and extravagance in the military 
departments and in other agencies of the Government. However, in view of the 
tense international situation there is real danger in carrying retrenchment so far 
that it impairs our military security. Under the proposed current slashes it will be 
necessary for the Navy to lay up ships essential to proper fleet operation, and to 
reduce materially the procurement of new aircraft. The Air Force will have to 
postpone the acquisition of planes needed in the ultimate development of its required 
strength of 70 groups. The Army will have to discharge some 30,000 soldiers well in 
advance of the termination of their enlistment contracts. These reductions, we are 
told, are in the interest of a solvent America. However, the history of our country 
demonstrates clearly that it is wasteful economy to reduce drastically our defense 
establishment and then attempt to reconstitute it with feverish haste when war 
threatens. The country is thoroughly aware of the urgent necessity for keeping our 
Military Establishment at peak efficiency in these critical times, and it will not 
condone any impairment of its combat effectiveness, even though it may be made in 
the interest of economy. 
ao criticism of the new Career Compensation Act is that it fails to provide 
any increase in pay for many of those who were retired because of wounds in 
action. Those heretofore retired for disability of this character, which covers most 
of such cases arising out of World Wars I and II, are protected under the new law 
from any loss in compensation. They will continue to draw the pay heretofore au- 
thorized, which for officers is 75 per cent of active duty pay, and for enlisted person- 
nel the amounts fixed by the Veterans’ Administration. However, unless an officer 
has long service, or unless his degree of disability is very great, he will not benefit 
materially by the new pay scales. An individual retired for physical disability is 
hampered financially through increased living costs to exactly the same extent as 
an officer retired for length of service. Furthermore because of his physical condi- 
tion he often finds it much more difficult to find civilian employment. While much 
may be said for the decision to deny increased retirement compensation for young 
officers of short service whose incapacity is relatively minor, it should not apply to 
those who are seriously wounded in action. As is pointed out by the correspondent 
whose letter appears in the adjoining column, a premiumpis placed on safety, if the 
country is disposed to be niggardly with those who sustain wounds in battle. It would 
be simple justice, and relatively inexpensive, to amend the Pay Act so as to provide 
retirement at 75 per cent of the new pay schedules for all who suffer 30 per cent or 
greater incapacity as a result of wounds in action. 


T is worthy of note that in the recent hearings before the House Committee on 
Armed Services, generally referred to in the public press as an airing of the Navy- 
Air Force controversy, the Army took less part than any of the Services and that 
yet its presentation, made by General J. Lawton Collins, Chief of Staff, was warmly 
received throughout the country. The fact that General Collins brought no charges 
against any of the other Services, that his defense of the Army against the accusa- 
tions of others was one of explanation and clarification rather than recrimination 
or counter-charges, together with his outlining of what the Army had given up in 
the interest of unification, his explanation of the present state of readiness of the 
ground forces, and his general tone, made a profound impression upon the Com- 
mittee and gained a favorable reaction in the daily press. This in spite of the fact 
that he followed a long list of witnesses speaking for the other individual Services, 
and General Bradley speaking as Chairman of the Joint Chiefs of Staff, and pre- 
ceded the over-all wind-up including the statement of the Department of Defense’s 
position as given by Defense Secretary Johnson. It is evident that the tone of Gen- 
eral Collins’ approach to the problem of unification is one the Committee would like 
to see sounded more frequently. “ 


EMBERS of the National Guard welcomed the assertion of Secretary of the 

Army Gordon Gray this week that there will be no effort made by the Army 
to carry out by indirection or administrative subterfuge the controversial proposal 
for the peacetime Federalization of the Guard. When the Gray Board recommended 
such action a year ago it occasioned widespread protests, which overshadowed many 
highly constructive suggestions of the Board, some of which are now in force to the 
great. benefit of the Reserve components.'!The high morale of the Guard, their 
record of achievement in war and their enthusiastic training in peace strongly 
suggest the advisability of continuing and expanding the present organizations.

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Combat Wounded Retirements 
Editor, ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL: 


Recently the ARMY AND Navy JouRNAL 
invited readers to comment on parts of 
the new pay law which are in need of 
correction; hence this letter to take ad- 
vantage of your kindness and interest. 


It is wonderful that the Armed Serv- 
ices ‘have a new pay law. It is needed. 
However, I feel very badly that the in- 
creased pay scales do not include all of 
the combat wounded. It is very. hard to 
lose your profession in middle life for 
wounds received in combat and have to 
readjust your living as the result. It will 
also be a blow to many of the combat 
wounded to find that the new pay law 
does not include them because they do 
not have enough service, or because the 
wound they received, while bad enough 
to retire and cripple one, is not “a 75% 
wound.” 


The new pay bill puts a premium on 
safety. If an officer does not get hurt or 
wounded and serves for 30 years he is 
retirea with 75% of his active duty pay, 
while if he serves and is wounded, he may 
be retired at much less. This is not the 
kind of legislation which will foster dar- 
ing on a battlefield; it could be a de- 
terrent instead. 


I feel strongly that the Department 
should request legislation which will re- 
tire any officer at 75% of the pay for his 
service and grade if his retirement was 
incident to combat. 


You will agree, I feel, that it is hard 
enough to get men to fight when thd go- 
ing is rough and victory uncertain. To 
my mind, any legislation is wrong which 
eventually rewards those who are not ex- 
posed to the terrible chances of combat; 
while in contrast, those who are retired 
for combat wounds do not receive a like 
percentum of their recognized pay scale. 


It is difficult to find a suitable position 
in civil life which pays well, for an offi- 
cer retired for wounds. Therefore, many 
have taken positions which do not pay 
very well. These officers exist on the sum 
of their retiree. pay and the pay they 
earn in civilian life. If it is thought cor- 
rect to raise the retired pay rates for 
some, it appears just and equally im- 
portant to raise the retired pay rate for 
all of the combat wounded group. It was 
just for Congress to raise the retired pay 
of the officers who have served 30 years. 


which is generally younger, is faced with 
the problem of educating children — a 
very important item. 


It is my understanding, that at least 
one substantial increase has been made 
in all compensation cases which affected’ 
all enlisted personnel and all discharged 
officers. It is hoped that the ARMy AND 
Navy JOURNAL will use its great influence 
to help the minority group to which I 
refer. It is certainly being by-passed.

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Foreign Affairs—iIn his address at the laying of the cornerstone of the new 


United Nations permanent headquarters in New York on Tuesday President Truman 
miade a strong plea for international control of atomic energy production and the 
prohibition of the use of atomic weapons. He warmly endorsed the plan that had 
been developed by the United Nations Atomic Energy Commission and overwhelm- 
ingly approved by the General Assembly, only to have its adoption blocked by the 
apposition of Russia and her satellites. 

The President said this plan was the only one thus far developed which would 
meet the technical requirements of control and would provide for the effective pro- 
hibition of atomic weapons. However, the President did not rule out a substitute or 
alternate method. He said the United States would support the plan that had been 
developed “unless and until a better and more effective plan is put forward.” 

Mr. Truman praised the United Nations for adopting the Universal Declaration 
af Human Rights and the convention on genocide. He said the attainment of basic 
@vil and political rights for men and women everywhere, without regard to race, 
language or religion, is essential to peace. 

In his speech the President also referred to his proposal for the economic ad- 
vancement of undeveloped areas of the world, a subject to which he devoted much 
of his Inaugural Address last January. Mr. Truman told his New York audience that 
at least half of mankind lives in dire poverty, with hundreds of millions lacking 
adequate food and shelter. He said initial plans to meet some of these needs, through 
application of scientific knowledge and technical skills to production of food and 
tmproving health and sanitation, are now being developed by the United Nations. 
The President said he would urge the American Congress next January to give high 
priority to proposals for technical assistance and capital investment in this field. 

The reference by the President to human rights followed action by the General 
Assembly in voting, over the objections of Russia, to investigate violations of civil, 
political and religious rights of citizens by the governments of Hungary, Bulgaria 
and Rumania. The United States, Great Britain and France have charged that the 
persecution of Cardinal Mindszenti and other religious and political leaders was a 
breach of specific treaty obligations. 

The selection by the General Assembly of Yugoslavia as a temporary member 
af the Security Council was a direct slap at Russia, which had sponsored the 

candidacy of Czechoslovakia. Soviet Delegate Andrei Vishinski declared Russia 
would not recognize the legality of the election, but did not threaten to walk out. 
‘The choice of the dissident Communist state for the Council widens the breach be- 
tween Russia and its former close ally. It was almost immediately followed by a 
Russian demand for the recall of the Yugoslav ambassador to Moscow. The envoy 
tz accused of espionage and subversive activity. The incident aggravates a tense 
situation, but does not mean an immediate severance of diplomatic relations. 

In what appears to be reprisal for the action of thé United States in promoting 
the candidacy of Yugoslavia for the coveted seat on the Council the Czech govern- 
ment has arrested an American embassy clerk, Samuel Meryn, in Prague, and has 
‘expelled two American attaches, Isaac Patch and John G. Heyn, from the country. 
Mr. Meryn faces the usual, and wholly unfounded, charge of spying, and will be 
tried soon. Thus far our ambassador has been denied permission to see the im- 
prisoned embassy clerk, who does not have diplomatic {mmunity. 

In the United States eleven American leaders of the Communist party have been 
sentenced to prison for advocating the overthrow of the Government by force and 
violence. Six Russian officials of Amtorg, the Soviet trading agency in the United 
States, have been indicted for failing to register as agents of a foreign power. The 
cold war is getting hotter. 

Janes’ All the World’s Aircraft, an authoritative London publication, reports 
that Russia is constructing two large four-jet bombers, probably large enough to 
carry atom bombs. It also reports that German scientists, working for Russia, have 
developed improved pilotless aircraft and rocket missiles, similar to the German 
V-1 and V-2 projectiles tained on England during the last year of the war. 

American diplomatic representatives to Eastern European countries met in 
London this week to discuss political developments behind the Iron Curtain. The 
meetings were not open to the press and no announcement was made concerning 
the proceedings. However, it is believed that the feud between Russia and Yugoslavia 
received much attention. 

In England the Labor government’s program for super-austerity and reduction 
of government expenditures was announced to Parliament this week. It encountered 
a great deal of opposition, largely on the ground that it did not go far enough in 
reducing government costs. The program would cut the national budget by $784 mil- 
lion, about eight per cent. 

The French are encountering great difficulty in securing a cabinet that can gain 
and retain the support of a majority of the deputies in the National Assembly. In 
the course of a week there have been three party leaders named successively as 
prime minister. Jules Moch, Socialist, and Rene Mayer, Radical Socialist, both failed 
to form a cabinet, and now Georges Bidault, Popular Republican, is finding the task 
most difficult. 

A major problem in the national administration of France arises out of the 
multiplicity of splinter parties, representing varying interests and shades of political 
opinion. A coalition of several of these groups is necessary to secure a parliamentary 
majority, but the combination is almost always most unstable. A general election in 
which a strong party would emerge with a clear majority is highly desirable, but 
highly improbable. 

The recent complete victory of the Greek nationalists over the Red guerrillas 
is expected to make possible important reductions in the Greek army, thereby saving 
urgently needed funds. Studies are now being made by the government and the 
American Military Mission with a view to demobilizing one-fourth of the army. The 
British government plans to withdraw from Greece about 3,000 troops, which have 
been engaged in guarding docks and other facilities at Salonika and other ports. 

Early returns from this week’s parliamentary elections in Iceland indicate an- 
other setback for the Communists. The election is of special interest to the United 
States, since it is the second held in an Atlantic Pact country since the recent 
ratification of the security treaty. The other, held in Norway, completely wiped out 
the parliamentary representation of the Communists, and greatly strengthened the 
Labor Party which negotiated the treaty. 

The victorious Red armies in China now occupy a greater part of that country 














than was seized by the Japanese during the recent war. Current operations are in 
the vicinity of Kweilin and in Szechwan province, where the Communist forces are 
meeting with little opposition. Nationalist claims that 20,000 Communist soldiers 
have been wiped out on the island of Chinmen, near Amoy, across the channel from 
Formosa, are being received with reserve by foreign observers. Apparently the feeble 
nationalist regime will concentrate most of its efforts in the defense of the island of 
Formosa against Red assaults. Generalissimo Chiang Kai-shek has mobilized a strong 
force of picked troops at this stronghold, and has urged that superhuman efforts be 
made to hold it. The Communist authorities at Nanking have refused to permit the 
departure of Brig. Gen. Robert H. Soule, American military attache, on the subterfuge 
that Chinese employes of the United States embassy have not been paid. 


Chemical Corps—Appointment of Lt. Col. Richard O. Gordon as Second In- 
fantry Division chemical officer was announced this week at Ft. Lewis, Wash. Colonel 
Gordon’s previous assignments include the post of supply officer at Edgewood Arsenal, 
Maryland, from 1941 until 1943. From April 1948 until August 1949 he was Fourth 
Army chemical officer at Fort Sam Houston, Texas, 


Air Force Dental Service—Maj Gen. George R. Kennebeck, Chief of the Air 
Force Dental Service, Office of The Surgeon General, has returned from San Fran- 
cisco, Calif.. where he attended the annual convention of the American Dental 
Association. While there, he conducted a two-day conference of Command Dental 
Surgeons of major Air Force Commands. Lt. Col. Maurice C. Harlan, now on duty 
at Valley Forge General Hospital, Phoenixville, Pa., was a recent visitor in the 
Office of the Chief of Dental Service. 


Decline Horse Show Invitations—Announcing that it has only 327 horses in the 
United States, the Army has notified the National Horse Shows Association that it can 
no longer participate in public equestrian competitions. Of the 327 horses, 20 are 
attached to the Ceremonial Company at Ft. Myer, Va. Others are used for draft pur- 
poses, as mounts for guards and for other utilitarian functions. In addition to the 
horses in the United States, the Army maintains about 400 other horses for the 
Constabulary in the American Occupation Zone of Germany. 

The decision to abandon Army representation in public horse shows raised the 
question as to whether or not “Hamboné,” stationed at Camp Carson, Colo., would be 
affected by the edict. “Hambone” has won repeatedly in jumping contests in the west 
and is much sought after by promoters of equestrian events in,the environs of Camp 
Carson. It may very well be that the long and brilliant record of Army horses and 
horsemen in public competitions may now be carried on exclusively by “Hambone,” 
the jumping mule.

Army transports have demonstrated that 95 per cent of passengers given the new 











drug, dramamine, said they felt relief from seasickness. The tests showed also the 
degree to which seasickness may be psychological. Some passengers reporting to 
the dispensary complaining of seasickness were given pacebos, a sugar and starch 
compound. These passengers thought, however, that they were being given 
dramamine. Of this group, 57 per cent said they got relief. The 43 per cent who said 
they got no relief from the placebos were then given dramamine pills and 9 per 
cent were cured.

The plane, which the Navy says is capable of carrying the atomic bomb, 
left the Midway off Norfolk, Va., and landed 25 hours and 42 minutes later at the 
Naval Air Station, San Diego. The flight was described by the Navy as the longest 
ever made after launching from a carrier. 


Naval Dental Corps—Two Naval Dental scientific exhibits won honorable men 
tion at the 90th Annual Session of the American Dental Association held in San 
Francisco last week. One was the “Naval Dental Research” exhibit, in the Basic

AILURE of the marine industry to 

achieve an exemplary safety record on 
its own initiative will make necessary ad- 
ditional government regulation “which 
could easily produce a gigantic bureauc- 
racy,” Rear Adm. H. C. Shepheard, Chief, 
Office of Merchant Marine Safety, U. S. 
Coast Guard, declared this week. 


He told members of the Marine Section. 


of the National Safety Council in Chicago 
that during the fiscal year ending 30 
June, there was a 25 per cent decrease in 
all marine casualties, a 35 per cent de- 
crease in marine casualties on vessels 
subject to# Coast Guard inspection and 
certification, and an 18 per cent decrease 
in loss of life as the result of marine cas- 
ualties. ‘ 

Admiral Shepheard attributed this re- 
duction to a higher degree of stability in 
marine employment, return to peacetime 
standards, reduction in the number of 
waivers, return to the Coast Guard of au- 
thority for disciplinary action for infrac- 
tions of laws and regulations and the dis- 
semination of information gained from 
previous casualties. 

Radio Operators Licensed 


The Coast Guard has acted on a total 
of 3193 applications for licensing of radio 
officers as provided under Public Law 525. 
To date, 2889 applications have been ap- 
proved, 163 are pending, while 141 were 
rejected. Of rejections, 67 were for ques- 
tionable loyalty. There were 88 appeals 
from the 141 rejections, of which 66 were 
successful. Rejections were upheld in 17 
cases and five are pending.

Page) 
whether or not they have recovered from 
their incapacity, in which event they will 
be restored to active duty, with their 
consent, if members of the Regular serv- 
ice, or discharged, or if members of a 
Reserve component they may be rein- 
stated in their Reserve status or sepa- 
rated from the Service. . 

At the end of five years the status of 
these individuals will be definitely deter- 
mined. If the disability is found to be per- 
manent and in excess of 30 per cent they 
will be permanently retired at rates of 
compensation fixed by law in accordance 
with the degree of disability determined 
at that time. If it is less than 30 per cent 
they will be discharged with severance 
pay, or in case the disability is no longer 
existent they may be restored to active 
duty in the regular Service or the Re- 
serves, or separated from the Service. 

Under the procedure set up by the Army, 
Physical Evaluation Boards will be set up 
to determine whether or not an individual 
is incapacitated for active duty, whether 
the disability appears to be permanent, 
and whether it is in excess of 30 per cent. 
The boards will make appropriate recom- 
mendations as to placing an individual on 
the temporary retired list, separating him 
from the Service or restoring him to duty. 
Provision is made for appeals, as described 
in last week’s issue of the ARMy AND Navy 
JOURNAL. 

These Evaluation Boards will be set up 
at Murphy General Hospital, Waltham, 
Mass.; Valley Forge General Hospital, 
Phoenixville, Pa.; Walter Reed General 
Hospital, Washington, D. C.; Oliver Gen- 
eral Hospital, Augusta, Ga.; Percy Jones 
General Hospital, Battle Creek, Mich.; 
Brooke Genera! Hospital, Fort Sam Hous- 
ton, Tex.; Fitzsimons General Hospital, 
Denver, Colo.; Letterman General Hos- 
pital, San Francisco, Calif.; Rodriguez 
General Hospital, Fort Brooke, Puerto 
Rico; Tripler General Hospital, Fort 
Shafter, Honolulu, Hawaii. 

The Career Compensation Act provides 
that no physical disability retirement 
benefits are to be paid, unless the indi- 
vidual being considered has at least a 30 
per cent disability rating, according to 
standards of the Veterans Administra- 
tion. 

However, Army officials have empha- 
sized that the basic criterion in physical 
disability retirement proceedings will re- 
main unchanged by the new legislation. 
The fundamental factor will continue to 
be whether or not the individual is fit 
for service. 

Thus, there will be officers with 30 per 
cent or more disability who will be re- 
tained on active duty because the Army 
has a job for them, which they will be 
able to fill despite their handicap. 

It is recailed, for example, that in Con- 
gressiona! testimony on the pay bill, Maj. 
Gen. John Dahlquist, then Deputy Direc- 
tor, Personnel and Administration, told 
Congressmen that the Army has on ac- 
tive duty some officers who have only one 
eye. 

Under the Veterans Administration 
rating sysem, loss of an eye is a 30 per 
cent disability. 

Another ramification of the physical 
disability retirement changes is a likeli- 
hood that the Services may retain on 
active duty a greater number of officers 
with minor disabilities, than was the case 
in the past. It is believed that a number 
of officers with 20 or 10 per cent disability 
ratings, who in the past would have been 
retired, may be kept on active duty. 

If an officer has less than 30 per cent 
disability rating, he is not retired, but 
is given only severance pay, unless he has 
had sufficient service to qualify for serv- 
ice retirement. 

With regard to disability ratings, Serv- 
ice officials call attention to the fact that 
since March, 1933, the ratings have been 
given without regard to an individual’s 
civilian employment. Thus, for example, 
where a violinist who lost an arm might 
have received 100 per cent disability prior 
to that date, now he is given a rating 
which has been established as an overall 
average. 

Specifically, loss of a right forearm for 
a person who is right-handed, carries an 
80 per cent rating, with 70 per cent for 
the minor arm. Amputation above the 











wrist has a rating of 70 per cent for the 
major arm and 60 per cent for the minor 
arm. 

It is the complex technique for the de- 
termination of specific disability ratings 
which is being explained to the Army, 
Navy, Air Force and Marine Corps offi- 
cers at the special course, under direction 
of the Army Surgeon General, in Wash- 
ington. 

Rating criteria are so specific that it 
makes very much of a difference to per- 
sons being considered for retirement 
whether, for instance, scars of third de- 
gree burns cover more or less than six 
square inches. If the scars cover six 
square inches, «a disability rating of 10 
per cent is allowed. If the scars are less 
than one square foot but more than one- 
half a square foot in area, a disability 
rating of 30 per cent is given. For scars 
more than one square foot in area, the 
rating is 40 per cent. 

With regard to heart disease, 30 per 
cent is granted when there is a definite 
enlargement and a sustained diastolic 
blood pressure of 100 or more. However, 
if there is a congestive failure and rest 
in bed is required, a 100 per cent rating is 
granted. 

The following are some other physical 
disability ratings as revealed in Congres- 
sional hearings: 

Bronchial asthma—This rates from 10 
per cent to total in extreme cases. Mod- 
erate asthma with slight to moderate 
involvement with attacks every 10 or 14 
days and moderate distress on occasions 
between attack is 30 per cent. 

Ulcers—If they are latent and show no 
distress or post-operative and cured, no 
per cent is allowed. The advancing steps 
according to the degree of disability from 
ulcers is zero, 10, 20, 40, 60 and 100. 

Diabetes—If a man actually has dia- 
betes, the lowest rating is ten per cent. 
If he is cured completely, no per cent is 
allowed. If the disease incapcitates a per- 
son, the rating may be as high as 100 per 
cent. 

Ankylosis—Where joints of the arm get 
stiff and cause ankylosis, so that motion 
is limited to 25 per cent of normal, a 30 
per cent disability rating is given. Anky- 
losis for the hip and thigh would normally 
rate more than 30 per cent. 

The following are excerpts from the 
new regulation concerning separation for 
physical disability, AR 600-450. 

. s > 

3. Statutory provisions.—a. Any member 
of the uniformed services found to be unfit 
to perform tHe duties of his office, rank or 
grade by reason of physical disability and 
who is otherwise qualified pursuant to the 
provisions of these regulations, is entitled 
to be placed on the Temporary Disability 
Retired List, permanently retired, or dis- 
charged from the Army for physical dis- 
ability under the provisions of section 401 (a), 
Career Compensation Act of 1949 (Pub. Law 
351, 8lst Cong.). 

b. No member of the uniformed services 
shall be separated or retired for physical 
disability without a full and fair hearing if 
such member shall] demand it. 

ec. Any member who was hospitalized on 
1 Oct. 1949 as a result of a physical disability 
growing out of an injury or disease and who 
is retired prior to 1 Apr. 1950 for that dis- 
ability, may elect to receive retirement bene- 
fits computed under the laws in effect on 30 
Sept. 1949. 

4. Temporary Retirement.—a. The Tempo- 
rary Disability Retired List established by 
the Secretary of the Army will contain the 
names of all] members temporarily retired 
for physical disability under the provisions 
of this Section. The list will be published 
annually in the Army Register. 

b. When it has been determined that a 
member of the Regular Army entitled to 
receive. basic pay, or a member of a Reserve 
component of the Army entitled to receive 
basic pay who has been called or ordered to 
extended active duty for a period in excess of 
30 days. is unfit to perform the duties of 
his office, rank or grade by reason of physical 
disability incurred while entitled to receive 
basic pay. his name shal] be placed upon 
the Temporary Disability Retired List, and he 
shall be entitled to receive disability retire- 
ment pay, * * * provided: 

(1) That such disability is not due to the 
intentional misconduct or wilful neglect of 
such member and was not incurred during 
a period of unauthorized absence, and 

(2) That such disability is 30 per centum 
or more in accordance with the standard 
schedule of rating disabilities in current use 
by the Veterans’ Administration, and 

(3) (a) That such disability was the prox!- 
mate result of the performance of active 
duty, or 

(b) The member has completed at least 
eight years of active service as defined in 
Section I of these Regulations, or 
(c) The disability is shown to have been 








incurred in line of duty during a period of 
active service in time of war or national 
emergency, and ; 

(4) Accepted medical principles indicate 
that such disability may be of a permanent 
nature. 

c. When it has been determined that a 
member, other than those members covered 
in ‘‘b’’ above, is unfit to perform the duties 
of his office, rank or grade by reason of physi- 
cal disability resulting from an injury, his 
name shall be placed on the Temporary Dis- 
ability Retired List, and he shall be entitled 
to receive disability retirement pay, * * * 
provided: 

(1) That such injury was not the result 
of intentional misconduct or wilful neglect 
of such member, and 

(2) That such disability is 30 per centum 
or more in accordance with the standard 
schedule of rating disabilities in current use 
by the Veterans’ Administration, and 

(3) That such injury was the proximate 
result of the performance of active duty, 
full-time training duty, other full-time duty, 
—, duty training, as the case may be, 
an 

(4) Accepted medical principles indicate 
that such disability may be of a permanent 
nature. 

5. Permanent Retirement.—When condi- 
tions 1, 2 and 3 of paragraphs 4b and c 
above are met and the disability incurred 
by the member is determined to be of a 
permanent nature, such member shal] be 
permanently retired for physical disability, 
and be entitled to receive disability retire- 
ment pay. . 2 & 

7. Periodic physical examinations.—a. A 
member of the Army whose name has been 
placed on the Temporary Disability Retired 
List shall be given periodic physical examina- 
tions, not less frequent than every eighteen 
months, to determine whether the disability 
for which such member was temporarily re- 
tired hag changed. An individual required 
to submit to periodic physical examinations 
is entitled to receive the travel and trans- 
portation allowance as prescribed. 

b. If as a result of any such examination, 
or upon termination of a period of five years 
from the date of temporary disability re 
tirement, it is determined that the physical 
disability of such member is of a permanent 
nature and such disability is 30 per centum 
or more in accordance with the standard 
schedule of rating disabilities In current use 
by the Veterans’ Administration, the name 
of such member shal] be removed from the 
temporary disability retired list and he shall 
be permanently retired for physica] disa- 
bility and entitled to receive disability 
retirement pay. 

ce. Failure of any such member to report 
for any periodic physical examination after 
receipt of proper notification may be con- 
sidered cause for terminating his disability 
retirement pay. 

8. Retirement for members with disability 
of less than 30 per centum.—a. Notwithstand- 
ing the foregoing provisions of this section, 
any member of the Army who shal) have 
completed at least twenty years of active 
service as defined in Section I of these regu- 
lations, and who is otherwise qualified to be 
retired for physical disability except that 
his disability is less than 30 per centum, shal) 
be retired and entitled to receive disability 
retirement pay as prescribed in SR 351350-5. 
The provisions of Section 402 (f), Career 
Compensation Act of 1949, upon which this 
paragraph is based, shal] not be interpreted 
to limit the application of any provisions of 
law relating: to voluntary or involuntary 
retirement. 

b. Notwithstanding the foregoing provi- 
sions of this section, any member of the 

erve components who shal] have com- 
leted at least twenty years of satisfactory 
Federal service in the uniformed services as 
defined in sections 302 and 306 of the Army 
and Air Force Vitalization and Retirement 
Equalization Act of 1948 * * * as amended 
by the Act of 7 Sept. 1949, * * * and who 
is otherwise qualified to be retired for phys!- 
cal disability except that his disability is less 
than 30 per centum. may elect to be: 

(1) Discharged and receive severance pay. 

(2) Transferred to the inactive list pur- 
suant to section 308 of the Act of 29 June 
1948 and be granted retired pay upon attain- 
ing the age of sixty years if eligible in all 
other respects to be granted retired pay as 
provided in Title III of that Act. 

9. Grade in which retired.—A member who 
is retired pursuant to these regulations shall 
be retired in the rank or grade upon which 
his disability retirement pay is based or in 
such higher rank or grade as may be author- 
ized by law at the time of retirement. 

10. Discharge by reason of physical disa- 
bility.—In the event it is determined that 
a member is qualified for temporary or 
permanent disability retirement under the 
provisions of Section II ex¢ept that (1) the 
member has less than 20 years’ active Fed- 
eral service and the disability is determined 
to be less than 30 per centum whether or 
not the proximate result of the performance 
of active duty or that (2) regardless of the 
percentage of disability, if such member has 
not completed at least eight years of active 
service and such disability was not the proxi- 
mate result of the performance of active 
duty, the member concerned shall not be 
eligible for any disability retirement pro-

11. Physical disability resulting from jn- 
tentional misconduct, wilful neglect, or in- 
curred during a period of unauthorized ab- 
sence.—When a member of the Army incurs 
a physical disability which is determined to 
render -him unfit to perform duties of his 
office, rank or grade and which Is determined 
to have resulted from his intentional mis- 
conduct or wilful neglect, or was @ncurred 
during a period of unauthorized absence, such 
member shall be separated without entitle 
ment to any benefits provided by these 
regulations. 

12. Recovery from physical disability.—a, 
If, as a re 
sult of a periodic physical examination, a 
member of the Regular Army whose name 
has been placed on the Temporary Disability 
Retired List is found to be physically fit to 
perform the duties of his office, rank or grade, 
he shall, subject to his consent, if an officer 
or warrant officer be called to active duty 
and, as soon thereafter as practicable, be 
reappointed to the active list * * * or if an 
enlisted person, be reenlisted in the Regular 
Army eee 

b. Members of Reserve components.—If as 
a result of a periodic physica] examination, 
a member of a Reserve component whose 
name has been placed on the Temporary 
Disability Retired List is found to be physi- 
cally fit to perform the duties of his office, 
rank or grade. he shal] have his status on 
the Temporary Disability Retired List termi- 
nated and, subject to his consent, be reap- 
pointed or reenlisted, as the case may be, in 
his Reserve component as prescribed in cur- 
rent directives. Provided that the disability 
for which he was temporarily retired was 
incurred while serving as a member in the 
National Guard of the United States. he shall, 
subject to his consent. if not reappointed or 
reenlisted, as the case may be. in the com- 
ponent from which removed. be appointed, 
reappointed. enlisted. or reenlisted. as the 
case may be. in the Organized Reserve Corps. 

c. Anyone who does not consent to action 
taken pursuant to a and b above will be 
discharged with the least practicable delay. 

13. Final disposition—a. At the end of a 
five-vear period during which the name of 
a member is carried on the Temporary Dis- 
ability Retired List. the Secretary of the 
Army will make a final determination of 
such member's case and will cause such mem- 
ber to be permanently retired. separated, or, 
if physically fit and with his consent. returned 
to duty as prescribed in paragraph 12 above. 

If amy such member does not consent 
to any action taken pursuant to ‘‘a” above, 
his status on the Temporary Disability Re 
tired List and his disability retirement pay 
will be terminated and the member will be 
discharged as soon thereafter as practicable. 

c. If as a result of a periodic phvsical ex- 
amination. or upon the termination of a 
period of five vears from the date of tempo- 
rary disability retirement, it is determined 
that the physical disability of a member Is 
of a permanent nature and Is less than 30 
per centum In accordance with the standard 
schedule of rating disabilities In current use 
by the Veterans’ Administration the name 
of such member shall be removed from the 
Temporary Disability Retired List and.

Army Transportation Corps 

The National Defense Transportation 
Association urges repeal of the Federal 
transportation taxes and the establish- 
ment of the Army Transportation Corps 
on a permanent basis in resolutions sent 
to Congress this week. 

In urging “the establishment of the 
Transportation Corps as a permanent 
part of the Army on a plane of equality 
with the other technical services.” the 
Defense Association said that the present 
uncertain status of the Corps, which now 
exists by virtue of Executive Order, 
seriously handicaps the Corps through 
its effect on morale and the difficulty it 
imposes in recruiting able personnel. 

It said that both World Wars had 
demonstrated the necessity of a trans- 
portation service and that “continuance 
of the Army Transportation Corps dur- 
ing peace time is necessary for perfecting

B-36 long-range bombers, described by 
them as vulnerable and ineffective; and 
advocated the construction of the huge 
Naval flush-deck carrier. 

Word of the “Navy Day” action of the 
President and Secretary Matthews guick- 
ly spread around Washington and that 
evening crowds of Naval Reservists and 
regular enlisted men thronged around 
Admiral Denfeld’s quarters at the Naval 
Observatory shouting “Denfeld for Presi- 
dent” and “Hurrah for Uncle Louie.” The 
Admiral spoke to his callers from the 
front door, the side door and the back 
door. One of them quoted him as saying: 

“The Navy is bigger than anything else 
or anv intividual. “he Navy will carry 
on and I will do my part to help the Navy 
and the country. i will step down if it 
will do that.” 

The relief of Admiral Denfeld from 
the highest military post in the Navy is 
certain to arouse strong Congressional 
resentment, particularly that of several 
members of the Armed Services Commit- 
tee. At the outset of the hearings, Chair- 
man Carl Vinson (D-Ga.), said that the 
committee would protect the witnesses 
against_reprisals. He stated: 

“IT would like to say on behalf of the 
Committee, although I believe this com- 
ment is probably unnecessary, that it is 
the intent of the Committee that all testi- 
mony shall be frankly and freely given— 
and given without reprisal in the Depart- 
ment of Defense against any individual 
presenting testimony during the course of 
these hearings. . 

“This Committee will not permit any 
reprisal against any witness in these 
hearings, nor will we tolerate any shep- 
herding of the testimony being presented. 
We want these witnesses to speak what 
is in their minds, to put their cards on 
the table, and to do so without hesitation 
or personal concern.” 

Rep. Leslie C. Arends (R-Ill.), in a 
statement released prior to the Presi- 
dent’s press conference, said that he had 
been advised that the request for Ad- 
miral Denfeld’s resignation was forth- 
coming, and that he had wired Chairman 
Carl Vinson of the House Armed Services 
Committee. He asked Vinson to convene 
the committee immediately, he said, “to 
meet this insult to the Congress.” 

Both Defense Secretary Johnson and 
Navy Secretary Matthews had assured 
the committee, he said, that all Navy 
officers would be entitled to express their 
views freely on unification and military 
policy differences. In spite of these 
promises, he said, “we now see a campaign 
of terror being initiated in the Pentagon.” 

Arends declared that “the Armed 
Services Committee cannot take this ly- 
ing down,” and added that the Committee 
“has promised all Navy witnesses the 
protection of the committee.” 

From \Wew Orieans, Representative 
Hebert (D-La), also a member of the 
Committee, stated that the President’s 
action showed his “contempt for Con- 
gress,” adding that “This is an insult to 
Chairman Vinson and to the Armed 
Services Committee.” 

Representative Sasscer (D-Md) com- 
mented: “If a Congressional Committee 
can’t call witnesses before it to obtain 
information without purges, our form of 
government is ceasing to function and our 
National Defense is weakened.” 

Representative Dewey Short (R-Mo) 
termed the action as “Unfortunate.” 

Senate Republican Leader Wherry, 
however, w .... s.ating that he is taking 
no side in the matter, commented that it 
was high time the President did some- 
thing to restore order in the Services. 

Representative Kilday (D-Tex) ap- 
Proved the move as removing a challenge 
to Civilian control. Likewise Representa- 
tive Durham (D-NC) stated that the ac- 
tion was justified to maintain cooperation 
among ' »n ('ofs of Staff. 

The action of the President takes from 
the top Naval post one of the Navy's 
Most distinguished officers. Admiral Den- 
feld’s career began with his appointment 
to the U. S. Naval Academy in 1908. 
After his graduation in 1912 he served 
at sea with various Naval units and dur- 
ing World War I was with the destroyer 
force based in Ireland. Later he entered 
the submarine service and served with 
the submersibles during much of his sub- 
Sequent career, 

In the early part of World War II Admi- 


ral Denfeld served in the Department 
as Assistant Chief of Naval Personnel. 
In March 1945 he was placed in command 
of a battleship division and supported the 
Okinawa landings. His division was also 
a part of the task force which partici- 
pated in the bombardment of the home 
islands of Japan. 


Admiral Sherman, regarded as the 
probable successor of Admiral Denfeld, 
is a Naval aviator, receiving his wings 
in 1922 at the Pensacola Base. During 
World War II he was commander of the 
Carrier Wasp when it was sunk by enemy 
action off the Solomon Islands. Admiral 
Sherman received the Navy Cross for 
extraordinary heroism on that occasion. 
He has been in command of the Mediter- 
ranean Fleet since early in 1948, 


The text of the letters exchanged by 
Secretary Matthews and President 
Truman follow: 


Dear Mr. President: 

When .I became Secretary of the Navy on 
May twenty-fifth of this year, I did so realiz- 
ing that because of certain conditions then 
existing in the Department of the Navy and 
which we discussed at that time, the ad- 
ministration of the duties of Secretary would 
Involve grave difficulties. Events which have 
since transpired have more than justified 
that apprehension. 

You will remember that in our preliminary 
consideration of my appointment as Secre- 
tary, you emphasized the vital importance 
of the successful implementation of the Uni- 
fication Act of 1947, as enacted by Congress. 
I then advised you of my unqualified ap- 
proval of the policy of unification as em- 
bodied in that Act and in the proposed 
amendments to the law which you had sub- 





mitted to Congress. Furthermore, I pledged 
my best efforts as Secretary to assist the 
Navy to function in the utmost good faith as 
a full member in the Unified Defense Team. 


You carefully pointed out how essential 
it would be to have the proper military per- 
sonnel in key positions, up to and including 
Chief of Naval Operations, in order to attain 
that much desired result. 

You also stated that you would cooperate 
that, as Secretary, I might be supported at 
all times by individuals of my own selection 
in positions of every important subordinate 
capacity. 

Very soon after I assumed office, it became 
evident to me that there was definite re- 
sistance on the part of some naval officers 
to accepting unification of the Armed Serv- 
ices, notwithstanding the fact that it was 
established by law. That condition was re- 
flected by public and private statements 
from various sources and by other methods. 
Some of the individuals involved in those 
procedures held very important assignments 
in the Navy. 

For reasons. which I feel adequate, I re- 
frained from promptly bringing that situa- 
tion to your official attention as Commander 
in Chief. 

One of the first duties to confront me as 
Secretary was the selection of an appointee 
to succeed Admiral Denfeld as Chief of Naval 
Operations for the term beginning on the 
fifteenth of next December. My fina! decision, 
after carefully considering various phases of 
the problems involved, was to recommend 
Admiral Denfeld for reappointment, and such 
a recommendation went forward to you 
through Secretary of Defense Johnson on 
August second, 1949. One of the most per- 
suasive of the considerations which leq me 
to make this recommendation was the value 
to the Navy, and to the Department of De- 
fense, which I expected to flow from con- 
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tinuity of service by Admiral Denfeld. 

At that time, working with Admiral Den- 
feld whom I highly esteem, I had every 
reason to believe that we were in complete 
agreement on all important questions affect- 
ing the administration of the Department of 
the Navy. I felt sure that such a harmonious 
relationship would continue. Unfortunately, 
it soon became clear that my expectation 
would not be realized. 

On Tuesday, the fourth of this month, 
events had taken such a course that, in a 
conference had with Admiral Denfeld early 
that day, I frankly stated to him that I 
feared his usefulness as Chief of Naval Op- 
erations had terminated. You may recall that 
I mentioned the possibility of Admiral Den- 
feld’s replacement in the course of our dis- 
cussion in your office when I was there in 
— with Secretary Johnson on October 

th. 

My relations as Secretary of the Navy with 
Admiral Denfeld as Chief of Naval Operations 
have finally became such that I find it in- 
creasingly difficult to work with him in the 
harmonious relationship which should pre- 
vail between the occupants of those two offi- 
cia) positions. 

A military establishment is not a political 
democracy. Integrity of command is in- 
dispensable at all times. There can be no 
twilight zone in the measure of loyalty to 
superiors and respect for authority existing 
between various official ranks. Inability to 
conform to such requirements for military 
stability would disqualify any of us for posi- 
tions subordinate to the Commander in Chief.

“Now there is a limited amount of Naval 
transportation available at any one time— 
not enough to mount more than a division. 
Last year, for example, down at the Vieques 
exercise, which, incidentally, I witnessed 
from the deck of a carrier, Army Forces and 
Marine Forces landed right alongside of one 
another in a very friendly spirit and the 
operation went along. 

Marines Invited 

“Tt is my understanding that the Marines 
were invited to participate in these exercises, 
put they said they wanted a whole Marine 
division to perform. And there just wasn’t 
the lift available. 

“The imputation was that funds for am- 
phibious operations—at least, that would be 
one reading; maybe I am wrong about this 
—were pre-empted by the Army to the ex- 
dusion of the Marine Corps. I can assure 
you that whatever funds, that is, whatever 
the cost of this is going to be, so far as 
the participation by the Army is concerned, 
will be paid for from Army funds. And 
let me again assure you that in any amphibi- 
ous operations of the future, as in the past, 
if the Marine Corps wants to participate 
in any that we have happened to plan as 
paft of our over-all training program, we 
will be delighted to have them. 

“Now the decision as to how many can 
participate is not in the hands of the Army. 
That is in the hands of the Navy, which 
furnishes the shipping, the essential shipping 
for the exercises.’’ 

Rep. Hardy. ‘‘Now I am glad to get that 
explanation. But my point in bringing it up 
was simply this: don’t you think a good bit 
of the present unrest stems from a failure 
to tie in these various maneuvers, to tie in 
properly, regardless of what the cause, all 
of the components of the services? Now 
you mentioned Vieques, for instance, I had 
the pleasure of being down there along with 
you and some others. And the Air Force 
was conspicuous by its absence. Now I don’t 
know why.

highest military officer of the Navy makes 
it utterly impossible for me, as Secretary of 
the Navy, to administer the Department of 
the Navy in the manner I believe vital to 
national security. Believing as I do in the 
vital importance of maintaining civilian con- 
trol over the ‘military establishment, a con- 
tinuance of such a condition would be in- 
tolerable to me as Secretary of the Navy. 

Reluctantly, therefore, but in accordance 
with what I believe to be for the good of the 
country, I respectfully request you as Presi- 
dent and Commander in Chief to authorize 
the transfer of Admiral Denfeld to other im- 
portant duties, and the selection of his suc- 
cessor as Chief of Naval Operations at the 
earliest convenient date.

Radar Storm Warning 

A new radar set designed to give 
weathermen and pilots advance warning 
of storm areas as far distant as 200 miles 
from the site of operations has been de- 
veloped at the Signal Corps Engineering 
Laboratories, Ft. Monmouth, N. J. Since 
the average rate of storm movement is 
approximately 25-30 miles per hour, it 
will now be possible to anticipate storms 
as much as six to eight hours before 
thev arrive. 

This new equipment is electronically 
similar to the successful wartime warn- 
ing radars which told of the approach 
of enemy aircraft or ships. However, it 
utilizes what was considered a charac- 
teristic fault in the earlier radars, name- 
ly, their tendency to pick up signals from 
nearby rainstorms, thereby masking in- 
dications from possible enemy targets 
on the far side of such rainstorms. In 
this new equipment the design has been 
arranged to accentuate the storm signals 
and to permit their detection at rela- 
tively great distances. The clouds them- 
selves do not necessarily appear to the 
eye as they look on the radar; but a 
section of a storm having liquid water 
always will produce some kind of radar 





indication. 








Mr. Baruch On Unity 


The following letter, sent. to Secretary 
of Defense Louis Johnson by Mr. Bernard 
M. Baruch, was released this week at the 
request of Mr. Baruch: 

‘“‘Hon. Louis Johnson 
Secretary of Defense 
Washington, D. C. 
“My dear Louis: 


““Because of the cold war, America is fac 
ing a new situation—suspension between war 
and peace. While endeavoring to go about 
our peaceful pursuits, we, like the early 
settlers, have to be prepared against attack. 
This requires that we pace ourselves vis-a-vis 
our possible enemy in order that we neither 
spend ourselves into economic collapse nor 
leave ourselves so unarmed as to invite at- 
tack. Either might be fatal. 


“The people, through their accredited 
representatives, have decided upon unifica- 
tion to be carried out by the Secretary of 
Defense—you—to whom has been given the 
necessary powers. No branch of the armed 
services can get all that it wants. Our re- 
sources must be divided to provide the best 
possible defense and offense. It is under- 
standable that all the services, having a 
justifiable pride in their accomplishments 
and traditions, and all of whom have brought 
imperishable glory to American arms, feel 
the effects of unification. With unification 
there must be a curtailment of expenditures 
and great difference of opinion, but the 
Secretary of Defense must decide that differ- 
ence. That is what has occurred. In an all- 
star team, and we have one that cannot be 
matched in its accomplishments, there will 
be difficulties; but as the people through the 
Congress have decided upon unification, it 
must proceed relentlessly, but with wisdom. 
I hope that out of this public discussion will 
grow a better understanding of the need of 
all to carry on as a team under you. Agree- 
ing or disagreeing, every one must carry 
out your decisions and try to make them 
work, 

“I believe that by the time of the next 
meeting of the Committee the beginnings 
you have made will show greater progress 
toward the goal you have set.

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May Lose More Officers 


Disclosure this week of tentative 
budget cuts to reduce Armed Forces 
appropriation requests to $13,000,000,000 
during Fiscal Year 1951 may mean addi- 
tional officer cuts beyond the 12,073 offi- 
cers to be separated by 1 April 1950. 

Previously, it had been announced that 
the Army will lose 5,787 officers, the Navy, 
3,157 and the Air Force, 3,129. 

This initial reduction program is now 
being implemented and many officers 
already have received notices that they 
are to be relieved from active duty. The 
Army will lose 1,250 officers by 31 Dec., 
and is giving 90 days’ notice to all those 
who will be relieved. The Air Force officer 
loss will be exclusively among non- 
Regular rated officers. The Navy has re- 
ported that its officer strength of 46,500 
will be cut to 43,500 by 1 July 1950. 

However, a Department of Defense 
spokesman this week reported that pre- 
liminary planning for the 1951 budget 
calls for the Air Force to be reduced from 
approximately 420,000 to 416,000 and the 
Navy and Marine Corps, from 516,000 to 
460,000. The Army, Secretary Gordon 
Gray announced this week, is being cut 
by about 30,000 men—from 660,000 to 
630,000. 


No officials wovld confirm the reports 
of officer reductions above the’ 12,073 
previously announced, but it was believed 
likely that the new cuts will mean in- 
creased officer losses.

beginning and at the conclusion of his re- 
marks. He said the public washing of 
linen during the hearings was regretta- 
ble, but probably one of the requirements 
of maintaining freedom. “But an equal 
requirement,” he added, “is that we settle 
down afterward to loyal cooperation and 

constructive action.” 

Mr. Hoover insisted that large savings 
must be made within the Military Estab- 
lishment and praised the efforts of Mr. 
Johnson in this direction. He said that 
the Secretary of Defense deserved the 
support of the committee and the public. 
The Unification Act, the former President 
said, was one of the most constructive 
achievements of this Congress. It had 
been in effect only a few months, “hardly 
time for the parties to become ac- 
quainted,” adding that it took a newly- 
married couple at least a year to get used 
to each other. He said there was still 
ample time to develop cooperation, but 
that if the' Services continue to disagree, 
there is no recourse other than a final 
decision by the Secretary of Defense, or 
the President as commander-in-chief. 

In presenting his statement to the com- 
mittee Secretary Johnson frequently de- 
parted from the text to emphasize or am- 
plify a point. He spoke loudly and dis- 
tinctly, and occasionally with oratorical 
fervor. The Secretary began with a brief 
review of the history of the unification 
controversy, which, he noted, began sev- 
eral years ago, prior to the passage of the 
first Unification Act. 


Unification Discussion 


While the proposed law was under con- 
sideration, the Secretary said, it received 
a great deal of attention by the Con- 
gress, and by the public. Similarly, to a 
lesser degree, the recent amendments to 
the Act were warmly debated in the Con- 
gress and in the press. Since the passage 
of the 1947 law, Mr. Johnson said, the 
country has had the benefit of the expe- 
rience of the late James Forrestal in ad- 
ministering the Act, and of the report of 
the Hoover Commission. 





The various unification policies, Mr. | 


Johnson stated, have been under active 
discussion for five years. He pointed out 
that tradition, opposing interests, and 
fear of loss of identity have all played a 
part in the public discussion. The present 
controversy, he felt, is caused in part by 
adherence to these considerations. He 
said the questions raised would be serious 
under any circumstances, but are doubly 
so in a military organization where main- 
tenance of discipline might spell the dif- 
ference between national survival and 
disaster. 

In Mr. Johnson’s opinion the defense 
structure is a good one and it has his 
wholehearted support. He said that he be- 
lieves in the roles and missions provided 
for the Services in the National Security 
Act, and detailed by the Key West and 
Norfolk conferences. He said: 

“Security is a cooperative venture to 
be gained by cooperative effort. National 
security is not a competitive enterprise 
where one Service can profit at the ex- 
pense of another.” 

Despite rumors to the contrary, Mr. 
Johnson said, he believes in a Chairman 
of the Joint Chiefs of Staff, not a single 
Chief of Staff. He said he favors a Joint 
Staff, but denied that he advocates im- 
posing on any or all Services a General 
Staff type of organization. The Secretary 
added that he believes that we should 
have a Marine Corps, trained and 
equipped for amphibious warfare, and 
that he does not advocate transferring 
the Marine Corps out of the Navy, again 
despite current rumors. 

The Secretary said that he feels it is 
just as necessary to expose the falsity 
of such rumors, as it was for the commit- 
tee to expose-the falsity of the anonymous 
document, ultimately traced to Cedric 
Worth, a civilian in the Navy Depart- 
ment. The Secretary denied another ru- 
mor that had come to the attention of 
the committee, that of the 135,000 civilian 
employes being cut off by the Defense 
Department; 54,000 were being rehired 
in connection with the Arms Aid pro- 
gram. The number to be rehired for this 
purpose, he said, was 14,000. 





\ 
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All Services Curbed 

Mr, Johnson said that the stresses and 
strains on the national economy make it 
impossible to give each Service all it 
wants in dollars, manpower and materiel. 
He said it would be desirable to keep 
in commission 11 large Naval aircraft 
carriers, but under budgetary limitations 
this is impossible. The Secretary also said 
he would like to have a 70-group Air 
Force at once, but funds are not avail- 
able. The same considerations, he said. 
made. it necessary to reduce the size of 
the Army below the most desirable 
strength. 

The Secretary said the budgets for 1950 
and 1951 were based on a defense plan 
subscribed to by all the members of the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff and by General Eis- 
enhower. The budget ceiling for 1951, he 
said, had been set at $13 billion for plan- 
ning purposes, instead of $14.4 billion, 
which was the original ceiling for the 
current fiscal year. He said: 

“We are trying to shape our military 
establishment during the remainder of 
the Fiscal Year 1950, so that we may 
enter the Fiscal Year 1951 with approxi- 
mately the military establishment to be 
maintained throughout the year.” 

To do this, the Secretary said, he had 
set up a Defense Management Committee 
to study the problem. He said adjustments 
of the programs for the three Services 
must be tied in with the strategical and . 
logistical planning which is among the 
statutory duties of the Joint Chiefs of 
Staff. 

JCS Agree on Plan 

The Secretary said that it may come as 
a surprise, in the light of the testimony 
of some of the witnesses at the hearing, 
for the committee to learn that the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff had unanimously agreed 
on an emergency war plan, involving the 
maximum utilization of all three Services. 
It said it would be unfortunate if the 
committee were misinformed on this and 
other subjects. He said that much had 
been made of the fact that a test of the 
B-36 bomber, involving its interception 
by a Naval Banshee, had not been ar- 
ranged. He said that the Joint Chiefs of 
Staff in a communication over the signa- 
ture of Admiral Denfeld, had unanimously 
recommended against such a test. 

Much testimony, the Secretary pointed 
out, has been devoted to the relative vul- 
nerability or invulnerability of the B-36 
bomber, though the overtone was an at- 
tack on the theory and the administra- 
tion of the Unification Law. The Secre- 
tary indicated. his resentment against 
such procedure and quoted a statement 
made by Chairman Vinson last March, 
outlining the position of the Armed Serv- 
ices Committee with reference to state- 
ments given to the press depreciating an- 
other Service. Mr. Vinson had stated: 

“The Armed Services Committee wants 
it clearly understood that if persons ‘in 
the Armed Services or in their employ 
continue to pass statements to the press, 
which are calculated to depreciate the 
activities of a sister service, and at the 
same time jeopardize national security, 
the committee will step in with a full- 
scale investigation. We will not tolerate 
the continuance of this practice.” 

The Chairman of the committee inter- 
rupted Mr. Johnson at this point to reiter- 
ate the position of the committee on this 
subject. 

Continuing the discussion of the early 
testimony received by the committee from 
Naval officers during the hearings, Mr. 
Johnson said that there had been many 
misleading statements with respect to 
war plans, adding that the actual plans 
evolved by the Joint Chiefs of Staff “bear 
only the slightest resemblance to the er- 
roneous picture painted by some of your 
witnesses.” He said that a straw man 
had been built by those who would have 
the committee believe that we expect to 
win a war by a push-button victory. He 
added that he knew of no competent mil- 
itary man who thought we could win a 
quick and easy victory. 

Secretary Johnson also sought to de- 
molish the charge that the Navy was 
continually outvoted in the Joint Chiefs 
of Staff, with decisions being reached by 
a two-to-one vote. He declared that the 
Joint Chiefs neither vote nor decide, but 
make recommendations and the Secre- 
tary of Defense or the President makes 
the decision. 


B-36 Vulnerability 
Returning to the controversy over the 


° 





effectiveness of the B-36, the Secretary 
said that of course the B-36 was vulnera- 
ble as is every other bomber. He said 
that its degree of vulnerability, and its 
effectiveness, would be determined by 
the Weapons System Evaluation Board, 
through which it was hoped to bring the 
capabilities of weapons out of the area 
of controversy and into the area of fact. 
The arguments pro and con thus far pre- 
sented to the committee, he said, consti- 
tute an oversimplification of bombing and 
bomber interceptions. 

Mr. Johnson said that one of the strong- 
est recommendations of the Hoover Com- 
mission was for economy in the Military 
Establishment, a conclusion with which 
the Secretary heartily concurred. Then he 
declared: 

“Within a year we expect to be ef- 
fecting a saving at an annual rate of a 
billion dollars a year, and within 18 
months at the rate of one and one-half 
billions a year.” 

The Secretary said that he was con- 
vinced that these savings must be ac- 
complished in the interest of a solvent 
America. He said that much of the pro- 
posed savings would be brought about 
by eliminating unnecessary personnel, un- 
necessary overlaps and duplication, and 
otherwise curtailing expenditures. 

The Secretary referred to his own ad- 
vocacy of the 48-group Air Force pro- 
posed by the President, rather than the 
58 groups authorized by the Congress. 
At this point Chairman Vinson asked Mr. 
Johnson if he thought the President 
would go along with Congress in the ex- 
pansion to 58 groups, especially since 
there was only a single vote against the 
larger amount in the House. The Secre- 
tary said that he had not taiked to the 
President about the matter, but that in 
view of what Mr. Truman had told the 
Senate committee he assumed that the 
additional money authorized for this pur- 
pose would be impounded. 

All Services Cut 

Mr. Johnson said he had been attacked 
at least as much for his recommendations 
with respect to Air Force reductions as 
he had with reference to his actions rel- 
ative to the Navy. He added that “in this 
hullabaloo the Army has not been 
strangely silent.” He said that Service 
feels deeply that it needs more money 
and has made strong representations to 
the Secretary of Defense and the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff. 

The Secretary referred to the com- 
plaint that the Navy had not been ac- 
cepted in full partnership and that it did 
not have adequate and ‘appropriate repre- 
sentation in the office of the Secretary of 
Defense. He said that, if anything, the 
Navy has more than its share of such 
key positions. He listed Rear Adm. Arthur 
Davis as Director of the Joint Staff, Capt. 
William Lalor as Secretary of the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff, Vice Adm. John McCrea 
as Director of Staff of the Personnel Pol- 
icy Board, Rear Adm. Morton Ring as 
Deputy Director of the Staff of the Mu- 
‘nitions Board, Capt. Harold Hauser as 
Deputy Director and Director-designate 
of Legislative Liaison, Capt. Binnie Wil- 
liamson as Aide to the Secretary, Rear 
Adm, Joel Boone as top military Medical 
Officer under the civilian director of Med- 
ical Service, Rear Adm. Charles Welborn 
as Deputy to the Chairman of the Man- 
agement Committee, and, of course, Ad- 
miral Louis Denfeld as Navy member of 
the Joint Chiefs of Staff. 

At the suggestion of some of the mem- 
bers of the committee, Mr. Johnson gave 
the Service background of his three As- 
sistant Secretaries of Defense. Marx 
Leva, he said, had served as a Naval lieu- 
tenant; Wilfred J. McNeil had been a 
rear admiral, and Paul Griffith an Army 
colonel. Mr. Johnson remarked that since 
the Navy had ample quantity representa- 
tion the complaint that representation 
was inadequate must have indicated that 
it lacked quality. The Secretary vigor- 
ously dissented from such a suggestion. 
He said they were all highly competent— 
“a grand lot.” 

Navy Reductions 

In response to questions of the commit- 
tee, Mr. Johnson discussed -briefly the 
proposed cuts in the Navy budget for the 
current year. He said that in order to 

bring next year’s budget down to the 
tentative level of $13 billion it would be 
necessary to refrain from spending some 
of this year’s appropriations. To accom- 





plish this the Defense Department is now 
studying a program to limit current obli- 
gation of funds. The Navy, he said, had 
pending a request for a full and detailed 
hearing on the probable impact of the 
proposed reductions. He said he would de- 
vote as much time as may be required to 
the Navy presentation. 

Referring to the decision to discon- 
tinue construction of the flush-deck car. 
rier, Mr. Johnson detailed the circum- 
stances that preceded the announcement 
of the cancellation of the project. He said 
Joint Chiefs of Staff and General Eisen- 
hower at the Key West meeting begin- 
ning on 11 Apr. of this year devoted some 
time to the carrier question. During a 
part of the time Mr. Johnson met with 
them. On 15 Apr. after talking with the 
President the Defense Secretary wrote 
to the Joint Chiefs requesting the view 
of each member as to the advisability 
of continuing the carrier construction in 
view of the fiscal situation. 

During the following week the Secre- 
tary said he was in daily communication 
with the Joint Chiefs and talked almost 
every day with the President. During that 
time he received advance copies of drafts 
of the views of each member of the Joint 
Chiefs. He also discussed the matter by 
telephone with General Eisenhower. On 
22 April Mr. Johnson said he talked with 
the President and received his approval 
of the proposed action in discontinuing 
the construction of the carrier. The fol- 
lowing day the Secretary received the 
formal communication from Admiral 
Denfeld transmitting the views of each 
member of the Joint Chiefs of Staff in 
separate memoranda. Since these state- 
ments were the same as the drafts pre 
viously made available to him, the Secre- 
tary issued the announcement of the dis- 
continuance of construction. 

Carrier Cancellation 

The Secretary then read a statement 
made by Chairman Vinson on 26 April 
strongly approving the action taken in 
cancelling the carrier. Again Mr. Vinson 
interrupted the Secretary to say that he 
fully endorsed his previous statement and, 
if anything, would make it even stronger 
today. He added: 

“I want to say to you, Mr. Secretary, 
that were I in your place, with the facts 
at hand, and knowing the views of the 
Joint Chiefs, I would have done exactly 
as you did.” 

Mr. Johnson outlined in some detail 
the procedure used in arriving at the 
amounts to be cut from the 1950 budget 
estimates of each Service. He said that a 
part of the work of the Management 
Committee was to assist in the elimina- 
tion of waste, duplication and extrava- 
gance. To aid the committee the Depart- 
ment of Defense employed Robert Heller 
and Associates, industrial engineers of 
Cleveland. In addition to the general pro- 
gram, the Secretary wanted to proceed 
in an orderly manner for phasing the 1950 
expenditures into the lower 1951 ceiling. 
The decision was reached to make tenta- 
tive cuts of $357 million for the Army, 
$376 million for the Navy, and $196 mil- 
lion for the Air Force. 

A memorandum was sent to each Serv- 
ice informing it of the tentative target 
figures for 1950 reductions. The Secretary 
said that the statement that this memo 
randum was a secret order directing al 
bitrary cuts was false. He said it was an 
unclassified communication announcing 
savings for the Services to try to meet. 
The Navy said it could meet these figures 
only by cutting back aircraft procure 
ment. The Secretary has received the 
Army and Navy analyses of the proposed 
cuts, and the Air Force study is expected 
soon. 

In.referring to these proposed cuts Mr. 
Johnson called attention to the fact that 
Chairman Vinson had termed this action 
a “grandstand play.” The Secretary sal 
the Congressman had indicated that the 
cuts were being made by administrative 
action, instead of through reducing the 
estimates submitted to the Appropriations 
Committees. Mr. Johnson said he had in- 
formed the committees of contemplate 
gross savings of $287 million and had said 
that he was striving for substantial ad- 
ditional savings, which could not yet be 
firmly identified by appropriation titles.

Corporation Profits 

The Department of Commerce reported 
this week that corporate profits during 
the quarter ending 30 June of this year 
dropped 12 per cent below those of the 
preceding quarter, and 25 per cent below 
those for the corresponding period of last 
year. The Department also reported that 
the national income declined to an annual 
rate of $223.7 billion for the second quar- 
ter as compared with $226.3 billion for 
the first quarter and $224.9 billion for the 
second quarter of 1948. 

The report stated that falling profit 
margins were a major factor in the de- 
cline of corporate earnings, noting that 
sales dropped only fractionally during the 
period. 

The falling off in earnings and income, 
if continued, is likely to affect materially 
the estimated revenues of the Govern- 
ment. The January estimate of $41 billion 
in Government receipts for the current 
fiscal year may have to be revised down- 
ward by at least two billions. With ex- 
penditures well above amounts previous- 
ly estimated the Government may face a 
deficit of five billions by the end of the 
fiscal year on 30 June 1950.

Shipping Legislation 

As the first session of the 81st Congress, 
longest during peacetime for 27 years, 
adjourned sine die last week, the pend- 
ing long-range shipping bill (H.R. 5346) 
was left on the House Calendar ready for 
consideration when Congress reconvenes 
in January. 

High point in shipping legislation ac- 
complished during the session was un- 
doubtedly the enactment of the provision 
giving U. S.-flag ships 50 per cent of all 
ECA-financed and foreign military aid 
cargoes. Another measure of focal im- 
portance to the industry was the over- 
time-on-overtime bill that outlawed the 
pyramiding of overtime pay to longshore- 
men. Efforts to obtain funds to recondi- 
tion ships in the laid-up fleet were stymied 
as was the proposal to insure American 
vessels in time of war, and little developed 
legislatively to aid intercoastal and coast- 
wise shipping. 

Favorable action on proposed legisla- 
tion (H.R. 6061) authorizing the U.S. Mar- 
itime Commission to insure private prop- 
erty and persons in the shipping industry 
against war risks was withheld pending 
the study by a House subcommittee in the 
wartime marine insurance practices. 

Under authority of H. Res. 215, Rep. S. 
O. Bland (D-Va.), Chairman of the House 
Merchant Marine and Fisheries Commit- 
tee, appointed Rep. Herbert C. Bonner 
(D-N.C.) to act as chairman of a subcom- 
mittee to investigate the administration 
of war risk insurance during the war. 
Other members appointed include Donald 
L. O’Toole (D-N.Y.), Charles E. Bennet 
(D-Fla.), Alvin F. Weichel (R-Ohio), and 
Franklin H. Lichtenwalter (R-Pa.). It is 
expected that the subcommittee will re- 
port back to the Bland Committee by 1 
Jan., in order to facilitate early consider- 
ation of H.R. 6061.

The National Guard has completed or- 
ganization of 5,175 Army and Air units in 
the 48 States, Hawaii, Puerto Rico, Alaska 
and the District of Columbia. Ten Army 
units Federally recognized during the 
two-week period ending 15 Oct., brought 
organization of Army units to 4,662, or 
87 per cent of the 5,176 currently allotted. 
The Air National Guard completed or- 
ganization of all units in June.

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Harbor Defense Sites 


A total of 75 parcels of real estate which 
have been used as part of the Army’s 
harbor defense system in ten States along 
the east and west coasts, will be disposed 
of providing they are not required for 
other use by the federal government. The 
properties include 22 complete installa- 
tions. On 19 Sept. the Army announced 
75 other parcels of real estate which 
are excess to its need. 

Sites which have been part of the harbor 
defenses of Puget Sound which are to be dis- 
posed of include property in the State of 
Washington located at Swantown and all of 
Fort Ebey, both on Whidby Island; South 
Secondary and West Secondary, both near 
Port Washington; Tibblas Bluff, Middle 
Point, West Elwha, Agate Point, Gettysburg, 
Majestic, Twin, Pillar Point, and all of Camp 
Hayden near Joyce. 

Locations formerly used as part of the har- 
bor defenses of San Francisco scheduled for 
disposition consist of property in the State 
of California, including the complete installa- 
tion at Fort Funston, San Francisco; Wildcat 
Mulitary Reservation, Bolinas Military Reser- 
vation, Hill 640 Military Reservation. Point 
Reyes Military Reservation, Fort Cronkhite 
and the north portion of Fort Baker, all in 
Marin County: Mussel Rock Military Reser- 
vation, Milagra Military Reservation, Little 
Devil's Slide Military Reservation, and Pillar 
Point Military Reservation, all in San Mateo 
County, and the east section of Fort Miley at 
San Francisco. 

Sites which have been used as part of the 
harbor defenses of Los Angeles to be dis- 
posed of include the following property in 
California: two fire control sites at Point 
Vicente and single fire control sites at Playa 
Del Ray, Palos Verdes Estates, Palos Verdes 
Hills.

a dozen projects on which the savings 
during the current fiscal year would be 
at an annual rate of nearly $600 million, 
though this total would not be realized 
this year. The items included $334 million 
through the recently announced cutback 
of civilian employes, and $101 million to 
be ultimately saved through reducing and 
consolidating the proficiency flying of ad- 
ministrative personnel of the Air Force 
and Naval and Marine Aviation. Navy 
standards will be utilized in flight profi- 
ciency training of the Air Force, thus 
accomplishing a substantial reduction in 
the cost of maintaining and operating 
aircraft for such purposes. 

The table also listed $230 million addi- 
tional annual savings expected in future 
years and $185 million in savings pre- 
viously effected and taken into consider- 
ation by Congress in making appropria- 
tions for the current year. In addition the 
Secretary listed a number of projects 
now under study in which future savings 
may be made, but the amount of which 
cannot at this time be estimated. 

The Secretary referred to testimony 
concerning difficulties of individual Chiefs 
of Staff in understanding the problems of 
other Services. He said that he does not 
think this problem creates an unbridge- 
able gulf. Since the Joint Chiefs were 
charged with the responsibility for joint 
planning, he felt that each should do his 
best to inform himself on all aspects of 
the type of campaign planned. As cross- 
education and joint training become more 
prevalent, the Secretary said, Service of- 
ficers would acquire broader experience. 


Exchange Pilots 


In this connection Mr. Johnson said that 
he was accelerating the program of ex- 
changing flying personnel in order to fa- 
miliarize the pilots of one Service with 
the comparable weapons and tactics of 
another Service. This, he said, would be 
done so that an officer on return from 
such duty could give his own Service the 
benefit of his experience, and at the same 
time during training he would be able to 
give the sister Service the benefits of les- 
sons he had previously learned. The 
knowledge so gained, he said, would be 
particularly useful in case of joint oper- 
ations. He said that this program was not 
as far advanced as it should be. It should 
be broadened, he said, to encompass cross- 
education concerning the B-36. 

The Secretary expressed his deep ap- 
preciation of the cooperation of the House 
Armed Services Commiitee, and referred 
to the volume of important and beneficial 
Service legislation enacted by this session 
of Congress. He referred to the new laws 
for installation of a radar fence, the re- 
vision of military pay, disability and death 
benefits for Reserve personnel on active 
duty for training, amendments to the Uni- 
fication Act, and the creation of the office 
of Under Secretary of Defense. He noted 
that the House committee had completed 
action on Army and Air Force enabling 
legislation, the Military Justice Bill, the 
Military Public Works Bill, and provision 
for emergency housing in Alaska and Oki- 
nawa. 

In concluding his presentation the Sec- 
retary said the country needs and will 
have a strong Army, Navy and Air Force. 
He said national defense should not be in 





the interest of professional soldiers, sail- 
ors or airmen, but solely in the interest 
of the American people and world peace. 


Closer Liaison 


When Mr. Johnson had concluded his 
statement Mr. Vinson warmly congratu- 
lated him on his presentation. He ex- 
pressed the desire of the committee to 
work in closer touch with the Department 
of Defense and thought that the members 
should meet occasionally with the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff. The Secretary heartily 
concurred and extended an invitation to 
the members to meet with Defense offi- 
cials as often as convenient to -the 
committee. 

Members of the committee asked the 
Defense Secretary very few questions and 
generally expressed themselves as pleased 
with his presentation. This attitude was 
in marked contrast to the close cross-ex- 
amination of Air Force witnesses by mem- 
bers who were obviously in accord with 
the Navy contentions. The hearings closed 
on an unexpected note of cordiality. 

While no further open hearings are 
scheduled, it is understood that the Navy 
witnesses will be given an opportunity to 
make further written statements, ampli- 
fying or altering their position, in the 
light of the testimony received from the 
Secretary of Defense, the Chairman of 
the Joint Chiefs and others who were 
heard by the committee. After such state- 
ments are received the entire transcript 
will be reviewed by Defense Secretary 
Johnson who will then be permitted to 
file with the committee any further writ- 
ten statement that may seem desirable. 





National Guard Strength 


The peacetime strength of the National 
Guard has been raised to 373,545 during 
the first four weeks of a nationwide re- 
cruiting campaign, Maj. Gen. Kenneth F. 
Cramer, Chief of the National Guard Bu- 
reau, announced this week. 

Net gain in the strength of the National 
Guard since the campaign began 19 Sept. 
has been 9,785. Army units now have a 
total of 330,410 men, of which 26,635 are 
officers and 303,775 are enlisted men. Air 
National Guard strength is 43,135, of 
which 6,893 are officers and 36,242 are en- 
listed men.

Dependents Overseas Travel 


The Army and Air Force will institute 
on 1 April 1950 a new method for com- 
puting priority credit of travel for de- 
pendents of military personnel going 
overseas. 

After that date, consideration of the 
time spent on previous overseas tours 
since 7 Dec. 1941 no longer will be a valid 
factor in determining the priority travel 
of dependents. 

Beginning 1 April, priority credit will 
be based on length of overseas service on 
current tour of duty, computed from the 
date of departure from the Zone of In- 
terior. 

Applicants for the travel of dependents 
submitted by sponsors who depart ZI on 
or after 1 April will have priority credit 
computed on the basis of one point for 
each completed month of overseas serv- 
ice on current tour. Applications sub- 
mitted before that date will continue to 
be computed on the basis of the present 
system. 

Army and Air Force officials empha- 
sized that it is not the intent to delay 
arbitrarily the travel of dependents to 
overseas areas where adequate housing 
facilities will permit earlier inclusion on 
a priority list. Overseas commanders will 
be authorized to deviate from the priority 
system to the extent necessary in order 
to conform with this principle.
